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AGENTS READY FOR WAR 


OPPOSE STATE INTERFERENCE 





Illinois Association Lists to Call to 
Arms—Encouraged by Two 
Officials of State 





Armor has been buckled on by the 
Illinois Association of Local Fire In- 
surance Agents to join with companies 
in fighting state interference and state 
insurance. Quibbling with the com- 
panies has apparently been dropped 
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for the time being. That they will 





have the moral support of prominent 
state officers in opposing hairbrained 
schemes of ignorant and demagogical 
legislators was made clear and empha- 
sized by the addresses of Attorney- 
General P. J. Lucey and Acting State 
Fire Marshal F. R. Morgaridge at the 
semi-annual meeting of the organiza- 
tion at Peoria Tuesday. President 
James H. Southgate of the National 
association dwelt on the necessity of 
actively fighting unfair legislation and 
other speakers took up the cudgel. 
Attorney-General’s Ideas 

With officials of various states at- 
tacking the insurance business for po- 
litical purposes the address of Mr. 
Lucey at the banquet was most en- 
couraging. In his opinion the local in- 
surance agent has improved in a busi- 
ness way more in the past ten or fif- 
teen years than have the men engaged 
in any other line of endeavor. There 
are still some sideliners of which the 
business should be ashamed, he said, 
but the vocation has come to be rec- 
ognized as a profession. After touch- 
ing upon the “prehistoric” events in 
the business he told how the munici- 
pality of London engaged in the fire 
insurance business and how the regu- 
lar companies enjoined the city from 
accepting risks on the plea that its 
charter did not permit. Then Mr. Lu- 
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cey suggested that possibly the char- 





ters of Ohio and the state of Wash- 
ington were not sufficiently broad to 
allow those commonwealths to write 
compensation insurance. 
Really Refreshing Remarks 

A prejudice exists against insurance 
companies, continued Mr. Lucey, and 
it is partly due to the fact that the 
companies have been in conflict with 
the people and have not always toted 
square. Now the companies have ap- 
parently come out in the sunlight and 
are showing the people that their busi- 
ness is conducted legitimately. The 
feeling has been improved. Reasona- 
ble regulation is right and proper, but

Comment on the Situation Resulting 
from Action of Companies to 
Suspend Operations 





St. Louis, April 14 (Special)—The 
feeling of the local fire insurance 
agents in St. Louis, regarding the ac- 
tion of the leading comnanies in giving 
notice that they intend to suspend op- 
erations in this state April 30, on ac- 
count of the passage of the Orr bill, 
has not so much to do with the possi- 
ble results that may follow, as it is 
that they realize a situation has been 
brought up to them that must be met. 
Their attitude indicates that they are 
fully in accord with the action of the 
companies, and agree with them that 
no other course than that of suspen- 
sion of operations on the part of the 
companies can be followed. 

The business of these offices it has 
taken years to build up, and naturally 
the agents are endeavoring to devise 
some plan for taking care of their cli- 
ents after April 30. No plan, however, 
that looks particularly feasible has so 
far been figured out. It has been 
thought that arrangements might per- 
haps be made with surplus line com- 
panies that are not now entered in this 
state to issue their policies on St. Louis 
property through their eastern repre- 
sentatives. This arrangement, how- 
ever, could hardly take care of any ap- 
preciable amount of the coverage 
necessary, or that would be necessary 
in the course of two or three months. 

Writing Business Ahead 

_ Practically all of the offices are writ- 
ing up the business that will expire 
during May and June, and these poli- 
cies will bear April dates. The policies 
that they replace, and which will not 
expire for thirty or sixty days, will 
either be allowed to run until maturity 
or will be sent to the companies for 
cancellation on a short rate basis. 

The rates at which this business is 
being written are based upon the rates 
of a year ago, that is, the rates in force 
before the filing of the new schedules 
under the Oliver law. However, it 
must not be supposed that any partic- 
ular attention is being paid to any 
fixed rate. The business is offered the 
companies at the best rate the agents 
can secure from the assured. In addi- 
tion to this, open policies that haye 
been carried for weeks, and in some 
cases months, are being closed at a 
fixed rate.

the question. The St. Louis Manu- 
facturers & Exporters’ Association, a 
general business organization, called a 
meeting for tomorrow at noon at the 
Gity ub to deliberate on the matter. 

Associated Merchants & Manu- 
facturers, which urged the repeal of 
the Oliver rating law, will hold a meet- 
ing tomorrow night to hear assurances 
from Attorney-General John T. Barker 
that he will be lenient in the enforce- 
ment of the Orr antitrust law. This 
organization is offering to supply the 
defendant to make a test case in an 
effort to have the antitrust law de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

close canvass of the insurance

Kansas City, Mo., Apr. 16—(Special) 
—The Kansas City situation relative to 
the proposed withdrawal of all stock 
fire insurance companies from the state 
differs from that found in St. Louis 
in many ways. One reason for this is 
that the Karsas City agents are more 
closely bound together by friendly ties 
and that the observance of rates by 
them for years has been general. 

When the schedules were filed under 
the Oliver law they created no dissatis- 
faction or disturbance.

HOME STARTS UNDERWRITERS 


Big New York Giant Will Meet Com- 
petition of Others On Number of 
Agencies 





To meet the competition of com- 
panies that maintain more than one 
agency plant either through subsidiary 
corporations or underwriters agencies, 
the Home of New York is launching 
the Home Underwriters. It will be 
planted generally, seeking locations 
especially where other companies have 
two or more good connections. The 
program comes as considerable of a 
surprise. Abont two years ago the 
Home circularized its agents on 
the proposition, They voted against 
the plan and it was said that 
by the move and its attendant pub- 
licity the Home secured a greater ad- 
vantage than a second agency lant 
would have given it. It is significant 
that the change of attitude comes just 
one week after the attempt to elimin- 
ate annexes in the large cities was frus- 
trated at the Union meeting in Phila- 
delphia.

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AGENTS IN STATEMENT 
ACTION TAKEN IN ST. LOUIS 


Appeal to Public to Close Ears to 
Counsels of Passion and 
Self-Interest 








St. Louis, Mo., April 16—(Special)— 
Local agents here are trying to bring 
pressure to bear on surplus line brok- 
ers in Chicago and New York to try to 
keep them from operating in this field 
when the regular companies suspend. 
Many of the surplus line companies 
are represented in Chicago and a few 
in New York by offices that have regu- 
lar companies that are interested in 
the. Missouri movement. If the sur- 
plus liners can be kept out, it will do 
much to assist in bringing the situation 
in this state to a crisis. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 16—(Special)— 
The Missouri agents at first hoped an 
amendment of the insurance code 
would be broached by Governor Elliott 
W. Major at a special session of the 
legislature, which it was thought would 
be called to amend the machinery for 
electing United States senators. Dur- 
ing the week Governor Major declared 
no extra session would be necessary. 
The agents are planning now to have 
a test case made under the obnoxious 
law with the hope that it will be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 


The Western Union publicity com- 
mittee has prepared a statement as to 
the reasons the companies are suspend- 
ing in Missouri and pointing out the 
drastic features of the Orr law. This 
will be sent to the credit men of 
various establishments that have cus- 
tomers in Missouri. It will be sent also 
to the various trade publications. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 16—(Spe- 
cial)—Some local agents say that if 
interinsurers and mutuals try to do 
business under the antitrust act, they 
will file information against them, as 
they are subject to the same restric- 
tions as regular companies. The state 
authorities are encouraging these con- 
cerns in the hope that insurance de- 
mands may be met. Whether they are 
in violation of the law or not the state 
officers will not prosecute them, and it 
is very likely juries will deal with such 
in a favorable way. Notwithstanding 
this, the agents say they will resort to 
= possible legal means to prosecute 
them. 


Secretary Putnam of the National 
Local Agents’ Association read a let- 
ter at the meeting of the Illinois asso- 
ciation at Peoria this week from Man- 
kato, Minn., agent, suggesting that the 
agents in all states give moral support 
in every way to the Missouri agents 
and if needed give financial support. 
This agent is in favor of the entire 
agency community of the country, ral- 
lying to the aid of Missouri agents in 
the effort to get drastic measures re- 
pealed. 


_Jefferson City, Mo., April 16—(Spe- 
cial)—Governor E. W. Major will not 
call an extra session of the legislature 
to enact or repeal insurance legisla- 
tion, The governor takes the position 
that the repeal of the Oliver law and 
the enactment of the Orr antitrust bill 
are not too stringent. The same view 


of the situation is held by Attorney- 
General Barker and Superintendent of 


Insurance C, G. Revelle.

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SITUATION IN MISSOURI 


MUCH INTEREST BEING SHOWN 


Companies Are Standing Firm in Their 
‘Intention to Suspend Operations 
in the State 





The action of the companies in Phil- 
adelphia last week agreeing to sus- 
pend operations in Missouri May 1 be- 
cause of the drastic antitrust law, is 
stirring up the local agents and the 
business men of that state. The Cam- 
den Fire was the first company to 
retire and was followed by the Girard, 
Pittsburgh Underwriters and Commer- 
cial of Washington, D. C. The Cal- 
umet sent out its letter this week, sus- 
pending operations at once. 
The union companies are assured 
that the Western Insurance Bureau 
companies will take action at Pitts- 
burgh next week along the same line 
as was done at Philadelphia. This 
will take out of the state over 90 per- 
cent of the companies. Whether the 
nonaffiliated companies will continue 
is not known. The mutuals will be 
left, and the interinsurance institutions. 
However, a careful reading of the law 
makes it applicable to these organiza- 
tions, but owing to the temper of the 
state officials they will probably -be 
encouraged and not prosecuted in the 
hope that the action of the other com- 
panies may be blocked. However, it 
must be acknowledged that the bul- 
wark of the fire insurance structure 
will be pulled out and that what re- 
mains will not cut any great figure and 
will not meet the demand in any 
respect. 
Pinancial Interests Aroused 

Banks, trust and life insurance com- 
panies that loan money in the state 
are already canvassing the situation 
and seeing what can be done, Some of 
these institutions have begun to cur- 
tail their loans rather than take 
chances. Some of the business organ- 
izations in the state are in conference 
with the state officials, making plans 
for the future. The insurance commis- 
sioner and attorney-general are en- 
deavoring to alleviate the feeling by 
stating that it is not the intention of

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SOUTHGATE IN THE WEST 


VISITS MANY ASSOCIATIONS 
With Secretary Putnam National Pres- 
ident Makes Swing Through the 
Mississippi Valley 





President J. H. Southgate and Sec- 
retary Putnam of the National Associ- 
ation of Local Fire Insurance Agents 
are now in the middle west, making a 
swing through the northern part of 
the Mississippi valley. When their trip 
is concluded they will have visited Lou- 
isville, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Peoria, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Des Moines, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Toledo and Cleveland, besides 
Chicago, where the midyear conference 
will be held April 23-24. ; 

The National officers made their first 
stop at Louisville, where both made 
addresses. Their remarks were in the 
direction of emphasizing the growth of 
association effort and the national 
scope of the work. President South- 
gate made a plea that the agents “delo- 
calize” themselves, lose their provin- 
cialism, and study with agents in all 
parts of the country the big national 
problems with which the business is 
involved, intimating that the cause of 
most of the state rating laws and sim- 
ilar legislation may be found in the 
selfishness and indifference of the agent 
who is in fire insurance only for what 
he personally may get out of it. 

President Southgate’s Talk 

President Southgate’s talk sparkled with 
humor and was full of interest and 
power. He declared that the agents of 
the country must take counsel together 
and originate a kind of cooperative com- 
petition for the country at large. He re- 
ferred to the fact that agents have been 
too easily contented with personal 
achievements, and have allowed the busi- 
ness in many places to get into a bad 
condition, so that finally the states them- 
selves have taken control of it. The fire 
insurance men should have anticipated 
this by working together for the com- 
mon good, he said. When the agents 
study their business and regulate its 
practices, it is an easy matter to defeat 
unrighteous legislation, the president de- 
clared. his was Mr. Southgate’s first 
visit to Kentucky, and he reminisced re- 
garding the great men who have been 
produced by the Bluegrass state. 

Movement Still in Its Infancy 

President Southgate and Secretary Put- 
nam arrived from their train an hour 
late, being escorted by A. H. Robinson, 
of Louisville, and were hailed with ap- 
lause. Alfred Pirtle, of Louisville, de- 
ivered an address of welcome to the dis- 
tinguished visitors. Mr. Putnam responded, 
expressing his belief that the enthusiastic 
meeting of the Kentucky agents is typical 
of the kind of meetings that are being 
held all over the country, and indicates 
the growing strength of the association 
movement among the agents. He declared 
that all thinking agents are supporting 
the association and that it is still in its 
infancy.

The Western Union closed its semi- 
annual meeting in Philadelphia last 
week by adjourning at about 2:30 
o’clock Friday afternoon, the session 
lasting from the morning. There was 
no intermission for lunch, as some of 
the members desired to get away on 
the afternoon trains. Many of them 
went to New York and other points in 
the east. The annual meeting will be 
held at the Marlborough-Blenheim, At- 
lantic City, in September. 

The achievements of the meeting 
were notable, especially in regard to 
suspension of operations in Missouri. 
This action was not taken by the 
Western Union officially, but an in- 
formal meeting was held Wednesday 
night. A committee had been ap- 
pointed to draw up resolutions, among 
the members being R. M. Bissell of the 
Hartford, F. C. Buswell of the Home, 
Geo. W. Law of the Royal, C. R. Street 
of the Fidelity-Phenix, Fred S. James 
of the National of Hartford, W. S. War- 
ren of Liverpool & London & Globe. The 
committee was not prepared to report un- 
til 10 p. m. and the action to suspend was 
taken near midnight. When the mo- 
tion was put all present agreed to sus- 
pend, although some representatives 
present were not able to speak offi- 
cially for their companies. Attorney 
Thomas Bates made an impassioned 
plea for suspension at a previous con- 
ference during the day, when he out- 
lined the situation, explained the new 
antitrust law with its very drastic pro- 
visions and gave it as his opinion that 
no company could do business in the 
State safely without exposing itself to 
severe penalties, the law making a vio- 
lation a felony, which subjects officers 
or managers to extradition. There was 
some doubt before the meeting 





Wednesday night as to how some of 
the larger companies would vote, but 
the sentiment was strone for suspen- 
sion, and when it came to the crisis 
every one was in favor of it. 

Large Cities and Kansas 

The next important step taken was a 
movement to control conditions in the ex- 
cepted cities and while the report of the 
= cities committee was changed, the 
underwriters feel that at least the first 
move has been made toward a more satis- 
factory condition. 

The third important action was an in- 
formal conference which decided to seek 
to have rates restored to the old basis in 

sas on classes which the insurance 
department had ordered reduced, and to 
take the matter to court if necessary. 
Sprinklered Business 

The fourth feature was the working 
out of a plan for the handling of sprink- 
lered business. A committee of five was 
appointed to cooperate with a committee 
from the Western Insurance Bureau, 
which is to organize an improved risk 
inspection bureau with headquarters in 
Chicago, which shall take charge of 
sprinklered risks, making inspections, 
rates, and securing the business if pos- 
sible, for local agents in competition with 
outsiders. Aside from the companies that 
have special sprinklered risk depart- 
ments, the other companies are badly 
handicapped, because no one is empowered 
to make rates early enough in the game 
to secure the business. The special de- 
partments of individual companies are 
been ge among themselves, with the 
result that the sprinklered business in 
the west is in bad shape. The mutuals, 
class companies and interinsurers have 
been able to gobble up many of the de- 
sirable risks because they could quote a 
rate earlier than the other companies. 

Committee in Charge

At a joint hearing last week before 
the insurance committees of the Wis- 
consin legislature the bills relating to 
agents’ qualifications, No. 905 A, and 
to agents’ compensation, No. 906 A, 
were considered. Among those pres- 
ent were O. B. Ryon, general counsel 
of the National Board, who appeared 
for the companies; Wilbur M. Patton, 
president of the Northwestern Na- 
tional; Charles H. Yunker, vice-presi- 
dent Milwaukee Mechanics; Loyal Du- 
rand, president Milwaukee Board; Au- 
gust Rebhan and James Leedom, mem- 
bers of the legislative committee of the 
Milwaukee association of local agents, 
and a large number of state and local 


agents. 
Messrs. Rebhan, Leedom, Durand 
and James D. Rowland of Racine 


spoke in favor of a bill requiring quali- 
fications for insurance agents and that 
new agents in cities should only be 
licensed after examination conducted 
by the state civil service commission, 
upon questions prepared _and to be 
passed on by a board consisting of the 
commissioner of insurance and two 
members appointed by the governor. 
This plan was opposed by Mr. Ryon, 
who urged a bill merely requiring the 
agent to make a written statement of 
his qualifications in reply to questions 
by the commissioner of insurance. 
on Payments 
There was some disagreement on the 
part of the agents as to the recom- 
mendations of the legislative investi- 
gating committee that policies should 
be canceled within thirty days unless 
the premiums were paid, and that re- 
mittances should be made by agents 
within forty-five days. The position 
taken by the agents on this bill was 
the result of a conference held at Mil- 
waukee the Thursday preceding. Asa 
result of this conference a substitute 
bill for 906 A was presented to the 
committee. This bill substitutes for 
the proposals with regard to agents 
commissions, a requirement that a 
statement of the rates of commissions 
paid agents shall be annually filed with 
the commissioner of insurance and be 
published by him in his official report. 
Other Bills Up 
Arguments were made in favor of the 
bills to prohibit assessors acting as fire 
insurance agents by Messrs. Rebhan and 
Rowland, and also by William George 
Bruce, former tax commissioner of e 
city of Milwaukee, and now secretary of 
= Merchants & Manufacturers’ Associa- 
on. 
The assembly committee on insurance 
and banking on Thursday recommended 
for passage bills 908a and 909a. The 
former provides for a comprehensive sys- 
tem of fire prevention through requir- 
ing periodical inspections of all mercan- 
tile and manufacturing property within 
cities every six months or every three 
months within the fire limits. The in- 
spections are to be made by the fire 
departments under the supervision of the 
state fire marshal. Under the latter bill 
the fire department dues will only be paid 
to the cities in which the proper inspec- 
tions have been made. Strict reports of 
all fires are also required to be made 
to the state fire marshal through the chief 
of the local fire department, and reports 
of all adjustments are required to be 
made in the same manner. 
Bill No. 910a, being the uniform Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association bill to 
regulate the sale of matches, was ordered 
engrossed in the assembly after having 
been amended to take effect July 1, 1914.

UNCLE SAM BARS COMPANIES 
Ruli of De mt Makes Private 
= ee ee Plans of 
Insuring Parcel Post Packages 











Insurance companies have apparently 
been barred from using present meth- 
ods of covering packages sent by par- 
cel post. A ruling just made by the 
post office department is to the effect 
that packages or letters containing in- 
surance coupons must in the future be 
sent by first class postage. The regu- 
lation is made on the grounds that such 
coupons are printed matter and that 
printed matter is not allowed to go 
either in or on a parcel post. The 
system can no doubt be easily changed 
and the companies will not be shut out 
of the business. 
The companies grant much more 
liberal coverage at lower rates than the 
government and have been getting the 
bulk of the business. Partial damage 
to merchandise in transit is not cov- 
ered by the government insurance. To 
collect a claim it is necessary for the 
merchandise to be made utterly worth- 
less or lost. Insurance companies pay 
for partial damage such as is most 
common on goods shipped by mail. 
The government charges 10 cents per 
package and covers up to $50 value. 
The companies cover in various 
amounts of from $5 up at rates ranging 
from 2% cents up. 
The companies interested are the 
Hartford Fire, Home of New York, In- 
surance Company of North America, 
Marine of London and Providence 
Washington. 


The March Fire Loss 


The losses by fire in the United 
States and Canada during the month 
of March, as compiled from the records 
of the Journal of Commerce & Com- 
mercial Bulletin, reach the sum of 
$17,511,000, as compared with $16,650,- 
850 charged against the same month a 
year ago. The following table gives a 
comparison of the fire losses for the 
first three months of 1913 with the 
same months of 1912 and 1911:

Fire Waste—Fair Spirit Shown— 
Goodloe on Rating 





A spirit of fairness, coupled with a 


reducing the cost of fire insurance in 
Kentucky, was apparent in the ad- 
dress of Ruby Laffoon, chairman of 
the rating board of that state, at the 
local agents’ convention in Louisville 
last week. Mr. Laffoon’s utterance 
was the frankest as well as perhaps 
the fairest that has ever been made by 
a state rating official in any state. 
Reductions that will prevent the 
companies from accepting business in 
the state apparently are not contem- 
plated, but that savings may be ex- 
pected by changes in the methods of 
doing business, as well as from better 
laws, is at least intimated in Mr. Laf- 
foon’s address. From previous rumors 
emanating from Frankfort it is pos- 
sible that when the board is satisfied 
that savings may be made by the com- 
panies in losses or expenses, reductions 
in rates may be ordered and the com- 
panies left to make the savings by re- 
forms in the methods of doing busi- 
ness. Companies will no doubt take 
issue with Mr. Laffoon in his state- 
ment that they are largely to blame 
for the high fire waste, while reduc- 
tions in expense are hard to bring 
about. 

Mind Not Made Up 
Mr. Laffoon said in part: 
I haven’t yet made up my mind as to 
whether the state rating board is going 
to be a good thing or not. This is an age 
of progress, and it is not confined to one 
class or business. Insurance is included 
in the list, and the rating board has been 
created in response to a public demand. 
The companies are entitled to a legiti- 
mate profit on the business which they 
write, and we can't expect them to carry 
risks and assume liabilities at a loss. But 
I believe that state rating laws, if proper- 
ly executed, will have a decidedly bene- 
ficial effect when administered by men 


who want to treat the insurers and the 
assured fairly. 

Why Business Goes Outside 
We have received many complaints 
from saute because preferred business 
is largely written out of the state. Such 
a system forces on the agents the risks 
that present the worst hazards. You can 
divine the cause; it is that the people 
who pay the premiums can get lower 
rates than the companies in the state 
are willing to write the business at. 
If the law creating the state board is 
to be carried out, it places a burden on 
every company. No burden is put upon 
companies writing this preferred business 
who are not admitted to the state, If we 
are to carry the law into effect, if we are 
to fix the rates on every class of property 
in the state, I believe all property in the 
state should be written by authorized 
companies and local agents in the state. 
Losses and Loose Methods 


Much is expected by the officers of the 
state by the insuring public. We have 
not yet accomplished very much, pecause, 
to be plain with you, if the figures are 
correct, they won't permit much of a re- 
duction in rates. 

The purpose of the board is to bring 
about cheaper insurance, but we realize 
that that can’t be done without the crea- 
tion of better conditions. From my lim- 
ited experience in this matter, I believe 
that the companies are in large measure 
to blame for the tremendous loss ratio 
here. There is not a business anywhere 
near as big as the fire insurance busi- 
ness where the methods of managing are 
as loose as they are in the fire insurance 
business. The companies are active in 
the observance of rates, and under our 
law they have to observe them, but in 
their efforts to secure control of large 
lines they are cutting each others’ throats. 
Overinsurance is the cause of the great 
loss ratio, and eliminating it cannot be 
brought about by any regulations of a 
state rating board, but must be looked 
after by the companies themselves. 

Repeal Valued Policy Law 


We realize that in many respects the 
companies are up against a tough propo- 
sition when they have a heavier logs ratio 
forced upon them by a law which makes 
them pay the full face of their policies no 
matter whether the loss is of that amount 
or not. If that law were ever wholesome, 
it cannot be when the state undertakes to 
make rates that must be charged by the 
companies. By this law the companies 
are put at the mercy of the dishonest man. 
The state insurance board will do its best 
to relieve the companies of the valued 
policy law. We believe that will help to 
reduce the fire waste; and when that hap- 
pens, we see no reason why fire insurance 
rates likewise should not be reduced.

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AS VIBWED FROM CHICAGO 


INTERESTED IN THE ACTION 
Chicago local agents are interested 
in the action of the Western Union last 
week in dealing with the report of the 
large cities committee, especially ap- 
plicable to Chicago. The joint large 
cities committee recommended 15, 20 
and 25 percent commissions with 10 
percent contingent, making brokerage 
a4. 10 and 15 percent. hen the re- 
port was read the first action to be 
taken was the élimination of the sec- 
tion relating to agency limitation. It 
was found that the entire report would 
be knocked out if agency limitation 
were made an issue, as some of the 
companies having underwriting agen- 
cies objected to their not being re- 
garded as independent companies. The 
fight on the limitation plank was made 
by the Hartford on the ground that 
other company organizations had not 
taken action and that it was a question 
that rightfully belonged to local 
boards. 

The discussion over the report con- 
tinued for the greater part of two days 
and there were all varieties of opin- 
ions as to the scale and contingent 
commissions. It was finally agreed to 
make the scale 20, 25 and 30 percent 
with 5 percent contingent on the net 
profits. In calculating the net profits 
home office expense is not to be 
deducted. In addition to this, where 
an agency or office does supervising 
work, an extra compensation can be 
given. This is regarded as the weak 
spot in the adjustment of the situation, 
as it opens the wav for extra compen- 
sation and no limit is placed on pay 
for this work. An effort was made on 
the floor to place a limit of 5 percent 
for supervising work, but this was 
voted down. 

Class two agents are to receive 15, 
20 and 25 percent with no contingent. 

No action was taken as to brokerage, 
as this was considered a matter for the 
Chicago Board to decide. Salaried so- 
licitors are to be abolished and placed 
on a brokerage basis. Salaried offices 
are not to have any advantage in com- 
missions or brokerage over commis- 
sion agencies. Members of the Union 
were deluged with telegrams and let- 
ters from Chicago agents, many of 
whom objected to the scale as pro- 
posed by the large cities committee. 
If the proposition is finally carried 
companies say that there will be an 
advantage gained in a reclassification 
under the new schedule, as the Union 
commission classification will be used. 
This places some business in the lower 
group on which high commissions are 
now paid, 

Agents are to be required to sign 
an agreement not to represent a com- 
pany which pays a higher commission 
on Cook county business than is pro- 
vided in the report. 

The report will now have to go to 
the Western Insurance Bureau, which 
meets in Pittsburgh, April 24-25. It is 
a question in the minds of some of the 
managers just what the Bureau will do 
with the report. While some of the 
managers regard the report as adopted 
by the Union as the first step in the 
right direction and will probably bring 
about some saving, yet the advocates 
of expense reduction are not enthusias- 
tic over what was done. If the Chi- 
cago plan is adopted by the Bureau it 
will be used in the other excepted 
cities, adapted to their own peculiar 
conditions. The Bureau will have to 
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get its extra excepted cities in line. 
The Union excepted cities are Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Louis, Louisville and 
Cleveland. In addition, the Bureau has 
Indianapolis, Detroit, St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis, Kansas City and Omaha. 
Agents are now interested in the 
commission schedule of the Western 
Union which will apply to excepted 
cities, if adopted, and it is as follows: 


Thirty percent commission on dwelling 
houses and their contents, apartment 
houses and on private barns and their 
contents when insured in connection with 
dwellings, and on churches, school houses, 
court houses, jails and other public build- 
ings and their contents, excepting manu- 
facturing and specially hazardous risks 
and excepting penitentiaries, workhouses, 
county poorhouses, insane asylums and 
other charitable, penal and reformatory 
institutions supported by the public. 

Definition of Public Building—A public 
building is defined as a building either 
built, purchased or maintained at the ex- 
pense of taxpayers, whether belonging to 
a township, school district, city, muni- 
cipality, county or state, 

Twenty-five percent commission on 
brick, stone or concrete (not cement or 
concrete block), mercantile buildings (not 
contents) occupied exclusively for mer- 
cantile, office, public hall, without stage 
or scenery and dwelling purposes (includ- 
ing hotels), and brick, stone or concrete 
(not cement or concrete block) telephone 
exchange buildings and lodge buildings. 
A building otherwise entitled to 25 per- 
cent commission shall not be rendered 
ineligible by the following occupancies: 

Bakeries, retail (not exceeding five 
hands).

This statement emphasizes two things: | 


First, that tornado business is not the 
unqualified bonanza for insurance com- 
panies that it has been popularly supposed 
to be. Second, the present tornado rates 
are not sufficiently high to warrant the 
companies in paying the numerous small 
claims which are presented and a great 
many of them are pure graft, but they 
are allowed because they cannot be in- 
vestigated by reason of the expense which 
would be incurred. 

Thirty years ago, when the writer first 
became interested in the writing of tor- 
nado insurance, tornado policies contained 
a clause exempting the companies from 
loss where the amount of the claim was 
less than $50. Later this limitation clause 
was modified to $25 and still later to $15. 
The wisdom of providing in tornado poli- 
cies for an exemption clause has been jus- 
tified by the experience of the companies 
during the past five years. 

It is understood that the senior mu- 
tuals lost $300,000 in tornado claims in 
the recent storms in the west. This 
is the severest loss these companies 
have sustained for some years. P 

Company officers report agents in 
Iowa and Nebraska especially are writ- 
ing tornado business at fifty cents for 
five _years and most companies are 
turning it down.

ABRANGE FOR SPECIAL CAR 

Many of the members of the West- 
ern Insurance Bureau will go to Pitts- 
burgh next Wednesday evening in a 
special car to attend the annual meet- 
ing April 24-25. Some of the bureau 
companies have already suspended in 
Missouri, but it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that unanimous official action will 
be taken to suspend May 1. Thomas 
Bates, counsel for the Western Union, 
will attend the bureau meeting to ex- 
plain the Missouri antitrust law. 


BUSINESS IS GOOD 

Companies are reporting unusual in- 
creases in premium income during the 
Past ten days, not alone tornado busi- 
ness, which would be the natural re- 
sult of the recent disasters, but a grat- 
ifying increase in general fire business. 
Mercantile business has made a gen- 
erous gain, indicating an enlargement 
of stocks by country merchants. 
Losses are becoming more infrequent 
and, while the first three months of the 
year show a debit balance against the 
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from now until the end of the grain 
harvest, when a still further increase is 
anticipated owing to the favorable crop 
reports being received. Taken all in 
all, the company managers wear a 
hopeful air, despite the recent setbacks.

SOME LOCAL EVENTS 
The General Fire has appointed Wit- 
kowsky & Affeld as its second agents in 
Chicago, with an independent line. 
Vice-President James F. Joseph of the 
Sterling Fire was in Chicago Tuesday en 
route home from a seven weeks’ trip on 
the Pacific Coast. 
The Chicago Board of Underwriters has 
adopted the contribution clause applying 
to tornado insurance so as to prevent 
the underinsurance which has been preva- 
lent on this class. The clause is the same 
as in the fire insurance policies, but with 
a minimum of 50 percent instead of 80 
percent. A credit of 10 percent is allowed 
for 60 percent coinsurance, with an addi- 
tional credit of 5 percent for each addi- 
tional 10 percent of coinsurance up to 
8 Dwellings are excepted as in the fire 
clause. 





With Chicago Brokers 











At the biweekly luncheon of the In- 
surance Brokerage Association Mon- 
day George A. Gilbert, manager of the 
Employers’ Liability at Chicago, spoke 
on various casualty lines. He dis- 
cussed the relation and responsibility of 
the broker to the assured. 

There will always be risks to insure 
and companies to accept the liability, 
and brokers to bring risks and com- 
panies together, he said. The broker 
is as necessary in the conduct of the 
business as the brakeman is in the con- 
duct of the railway business—no goods 
can be brought to market unless there 
is someone to couple the loaded cars 
onto the engine. 

Mr. Gilbert expressed great satisfac- 
tion in the organization’s slogan, “In- 
surance business for insurance men.” 
He said the premium payer is entitled 
to service as well as indemnity and he 
can only get the former by placing his 
insurance through an insurance man. 
The business is really but one part 
business and three parts profession. 
The duty of the broker is to advise his 
customer what forms of casualty insur- 
ance he should carry and how these 
forms should be written. The latter 
point is obligatory on the broker as 
much in casualty lines as in fire insur- 
ance. The broker must go over his 
customers’ properties and note whether 
they use automobile trucks, if there are 
elevators in the plants and if the walls 
of the buildings are close to the side- 
walk. Customers need automobile lia- 
bility, elevator liability and public lia- 
bility insurance. This necessity can be 
brought home to the customer best 
by citations of concrete cases of acci- 
dents that have cost property owners 
large sums of money. 

The broker must also explain that in 
spite of “no admittance” signs the aver- 
age owner would not fight liability where 
a girl, bringing lunch to her father em- 
ployed in a factory, was injured. It is 
also the province of the broker to show 
customers how to reduce their rates, not 
by getting cut rates, but by reducing 
hazards. Competition will esp rates 
down to figures at which the business can 
just be accepted. Even though there 
were but one casualty company, only the 
competition among brokers would be nec- 
essary to keep rates down. 

“If I were a broker,” said Mr. Gilbert, “I 


would learn how to figure rates for all 
forms of liability and for workmen’s com-

NEW INDICTMENTS ARE DRAWN 


Defendants’ Claim of Error Sustained 
in Antitrust Cases Against 
Agents at Cleveland 














Prosecuting Attorney Cyrus Locher, 
following the action of the Cuyahoga 
county common pleas court last week 
in sustaining the defendants’ claim of 
error in the indictments against four- 
teen prominent insurance men, has pre- 
pared new indictments to be presented 
to the grand jury for approval. The 
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indictments charge violation of the 
Valentine antitrust law, but they were 
deficient because they did not state 
where the alleged violations of the law | 
took place. The new ones will remedy 
this defect. 

It was expected that the indictments 
would be presented to the grand jury on 
Friday last, and the agents ar- 
ranged to enter pleas of not guilty and 
give new bonds at once, but the court 
Was engaged in another case and could 
not take the matter up. It was then 
agreed between the attorneys for the 
agents and the county attorney that they 
should be presented Monday morning and 
the agents arranged to appear in the 
afternoon and renew their bonds. 

Attorneys for the agents have not in- | 
dicated the course they will take under 
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the new indictments, but the answer filed 





to the old ones will probably form the 
basis for a portion of their w How- 
ever, it is probable that some new and 
very important matter will be brought 
into the case and it is said that an early 
hearing will be secured. Procrastination 
is not favored by the agents and ap- 
parently the county attorneys are will- 
ing to go ahead and try it out at an 
early date.

FIREBUGS IN WE WEST VIRGINIA 


State Fire Marshal’s Office Makes a 
Fine Haul in Tucker and Ran- 
dolph Counties 


That an arson trust has existed in 
West Virginia in Tucker and Randolph 
counties is the opinion of Assistant 
State Fire Marshal E. L. Rudman, who 
has completed a six weeks’ investiga- 
tion in those two counties resulting in 
the indictment of nine men by the 
Tucker county grand jury, and the ar- 
rest of three others in Randolph 
county. Two gangs were operating in 
Tucker county. One of these, accord- 
ing to Fire Marshal Rudman, was led 
by William C. Bond, a wealthy lumber 
merchant reported to be worth $500,- 
000. Bond, the wealthiest man at 
Thomas, has had five fires in the last 
few years and collected insurance to 
the amount approximately of $100,000. 
Evidence has been secured by the state 
fire marshal to show that the property 
was heavily overinsured, and he 
charges that the insurance on the de- 
stroyed property, which consisted al- 
most entirely of lumber yards, was, in 
each case, far in excess of the losses. 
Risks were written and adjustments 
made, apparently with only cursory in- 
veengeaes, according to the state offi- 
cials. 

Indicted along with Bond for the in- 
cendiary destruction of lumber yards 
and saw mills were Jack Kramer, 
Brin Sissler and Jesse Cross. Kramer 
has been the confidential man for 
Bond. The latter is a graduate of a 
Pennsylvania university, and former 
lawyer. Bond while waiting trial was 
released on $8,000 bond. A gang of 
Italians who were indicted by the 
Tucker county grand jury for the 
burning of the plant of the Thomas 
Produce & Coal Company, consist of 
Nick Pishock, Frank Seartch, Joe 
Oillo, Ralph Pistori and Orio Publi- 
gato.

The farmers mutuals of Michigan, in- 
cluding the Patrons Mutual, the State 
Mutual of Lapeer, the Michigan of Has- 
tings and the Concordia of Bay City, were 
badly mussed up by the recent tornado 
which tore through the state. They are 
paying out about half a million dollars 
for wind loss. It is estimated that the 
farmers who do not carry insurance suf- 
fered as much more loss. The Patrons 
Mutual of Lansing alone paid more than 
two hundred losses.

DELAY CAIRO INSPECTIONS 


Illinois Fire Prevention Association 
Will Not Visit Stricken City 
Until Next Week 








The Illinois Fire Prevention Associ- 
ation executive committee met in Chi- 
cago Monday and decided to postpone 
the inspection of Cairo until Wednes- 
day of next week. The members were 
to have gone this week and some had 
started, but word reached Chicago that 
the water is still high in the city and 
that it is difficult to reach it by rail- 
road. Field men agree that there 
should be an inspection of the city as 
soon as possible, as a number of risks 
have become impaired because of the 
flood. 

Arrangements are being completed 
for the meeting at East St. Louis on 
the 30th, and there will be a public 
meeting following the inspection which 
will be in charge of J. J. Johnson of 
the Philadelphia Underwriters.

The Kentucky Live Stock Insurance 
Company of Louisville will shortly 
enter Illinois. This is a first class 
company. Superintendent of Agents 
E. L. Whitehead will soon visit Chi- 
cago to appoint an agent there and will 
look over the state.

SENTENCE WAS SUSPENDED 


Gordon Shirley, of Little Chute, Wis., 
who pleaded guilty on a charge of arson 
preferred against him, and his brother, 
Paul G. Shirley, of Milwaukee, Wis., who 
was also implicated in firing the P. A. 
Gloudeman building at Little Chute, Wis., 
were sentenced for five and three years 
respectively to the state reformatory. 
Sentence was suspended and the two young 
fellows placed on probation under charge 
of the state board of control. 

This was a clear case of arson as both 
men placed themselves upon the money 
of the court yet they were dealt wit 
very leniently. Fire insurance companies 
as a whole have been severely criticised 
and censured on the point of neglecting 
to prosecute the cause of various fires, 
yet this is an example of the results ob- 

ned by fire insurance companies work- 
ing along such lines. 


DEFER ACTION ON APPOINTMENTS

Keokuk, Iowa, April 12.—To the 
Editor: For the past year there has 
been a good deal of trouble in Iowa 
on account of the waiving of the clause 
which permits insurance only in 
licensed companies, and only recently 
have the companies realized that the 
insurance commissioner would make 
them trouble if they persisted in using 
it. Since this matter has been settled 
there has appeared in forms written for 
various manufacturing firms over the 
state by Gibson of the Iowa Manufac- 
turers’ Association a clause which 
practically means the same and gen- 
erally reads permission is hereby 
granted “for other insurance,” and is 
usually followed by a string of other 
permits. 

In taking this matter up with the 
state auditor he replied in a very posi- 
tive manner that the words “for other 
insurance” cannot be used because it 
is already taken care of by a statutory 
provision in the Iowa standard fire 
policy itself. 

Some of the companies that have 
already detected this joker have or- 
dered it stricken from their forms or 
the cancellation of their policies.

OBJECTING TO THE NEW LAW 


National Fire of Hartford Will Cease 
Wetting, Hail Insurance in 
orth Dakota 


The National of Hartford will cease 
writing hail insurance in North Da- 
kota because of the new law there, but 
it is understood the other hail com- 
panies will continue. The hail loss 
ratio in North Dakota has been high, 
it being 77.5 percent last year. One 
of the unjust features of the new law 
is that it does not apply to the state 
hail insurance fund, which has never 
been able to pay its losses in full. Yet 
the companies that have met all just 
claims are burdened with restrictions 
that the state will not apply to its own 
hail scheme. 

The new law provides that every insur- 
ance company “ne hail insurance shall 
be bound, and the insurance shall take 
effect from and after twenty-four hours 
from the day and hour tne application for 
such insurance has been taken by the au- 
thorized local agent of the company. If 
the company shali decline to write the 
insurance upon receipt of the application, 
it shall forthwith notify | telegram the 
applicant and agent who took the appli- 





cation, and in that event the insurance 
shall not become effective. A second sec- 
tion provides that the law shall not apply 
to the hail insurance department main- 
tained by the state government, which is 
held to make it class legislation. 

Under the usual procedure the applica- 
tions for hail insurance are referred to a 
branch office, and at least one-third of 
the applications must be returned either 
for corrections or because of rejection. 

South Dakota has a new law that gives 
the companies five days after the applica- 
tion has been written to effect the insur- 
ance and requires the companies to mail 
policies direct to the assured. This does 
not give an opportunity for making cor- 
rections or getting more information.

The officers were slow to act, 
however, and the expensive fire is the 
result. The wiring at the state house in 
Topeka is worse than that at the state 
prison, it is claimed, and a bad fire is 
promised in the capitol at almost any 
time. The building also is in bad re- 
pair, the east wing particularly, in which 
many offices and the senate chamber are 
located, being in a state of disintegra- 
n. 


The state prison fire could not be con- 
trolled because, starting near the engine 
room it crippled the prison water works 
in the first few minutes, and in less than 
half an hour had pet out of business 
weer fire fighting facility in the insti- 
tution.

ettain Classes in Kansas 
Should be Raised 








A number of the fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in Kansas have 
decided to present a petition to Super- 
intendent of Insurance Lewis asking 
him to recall the order issued by the 
department a few years ago reducing 
rates on certain classes of business. 
A committee has been gathering sta- 
tisties showing the experience of com- 
panies in Kansas since the rating law 
went into effect, which convinces the 
underwriters that the high loss ratio on 
these classes will likely be continuous 
and that the rates should be increased 
in order to give a moderate profit. 
Recommendations will be made along 
this line to Superintendent Lewis. If 
he refuses to act the plan is to have a 
friendly suit started in the courts with 
the idea in mind of forcing action of a 
favorable nature if possible. 


Old Suit Comes Up 


The old case of John A. Randall, 
receiver for the Nebraska Mercantile 
Mutual, vs. W. H. McClain and other 
policyholders of the defunct company, 
was up for hearing in the Nebraska 
supreme court last week. This action 
was originally started in the district 
court of Lancaster county in 1908, the 
receiver bringing suit against about 800 
policyholders for an assessment levied 
to meet the unpaid liabilities of the 
company. 

The defendants raised the objection that 
each policyholder must be sued separate- 
ly, and also that policyholders living out- 
side of Lancaster county cannot be sum- 
moned in a suit brought in that county. 
The lower court decided in favor of the 
receiver and gave judgment for the 
amount of the assessment, besides taxing 
each defendant about $3 for costs. 

While the Supreme court decision has 
not been handed down, it is thought not 
unlikely that the defendants will win 
their contention that separate suits must 
be brought. The 800 stockholders are 
scattered all over Nebraska and the liti- 

ation is bound to stir up and advertise a 
eature Of mutual insurance that is not 
generally theught of, and that is the in- 
dividual lability of policyholders. 

In the winding up of the Citizens’ Mu- 
tual of Holly, Mich., separate suits were 
brought against each policyholder by the 
receiver and each one was held liable not 
only for the assessment but for the en- 
tire costs of the action against him, the 
costs amounting to several times as much 





as the assessment, in most cases. soon 
as a few had b tried the policy- 
holders found it advisable to pay up 


rather than stand suit. 

Uniess the statute of limitations has 
run 80 as to bar individual actions, the 
seers of the Nebraska Mercantile 

utual may find it more expensive to win 
than to lose the present suit. 





BRINGS COMPANIES INTO STATE 


The new insurance tax law passed b 
the last legislature, assessing a tax of 
percent on the policies written in com- 
panies not authorized to do business in 
Arkansas, is already beginning to show 
its salutary effects. Companies that have 
not heretofore been authorized to do busi- 
ness in Arkansas are sending in inquiries 
to the state insurance commissioner as 
to the Y~-<-e for entering the state. 
Many of these will become authorized 
companies, in which event they will be 
required to pay a tax of only 1% percent 
on the gross premium receipts. 





In order to ascertain why an increase 
was made in the rates of fire insurance 
at Lyndon, Kan., after $30,000 had been 
spent b the town on a system of water- 
works for fire protection, and a further 
$1,000 had been spent in equipping a 
volunteer fire department, Special Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Insurance W. J.

On account of a misunderstanding on 
the part of several companies doing busi- 
ness in Kansas only about $6,000 of the 
levy made for the support of the Kansas 
state fire marshal, out of about $15,000 
levied, has been paid. Several of the 
companies have written Harrison Park- 
man, the fire marshal, objecting to the 
payment of a levy on their tornado pre- 
miums. Some of them, Parkman says, 
have offered about half of the levy made 
against them. 

Parkman insists that he is expected to 
collect the levy made against the net pre- 
miums collected by fire insurance com- 
panies on all kinds of policies written on 
property in the state. He is explaining 
his attitude to the companies who have 
objected to making the payment. 

He expects that the difficulty will be 
ironed out in a short time, and that the 
entire fund will be at his command to 
push the work of prosecuting incendiaries 
and making inspections of buildings as 
he has planned. 


WOT AVERSE TO ADVICE 

So far there has been poostienty. per- 
fect harmony between the new Kansas 
state fire marshal, Harrison Parkman, 
and the Kansas State Fire Prevention As- 
sociation, and for that matter fire insur- 
ance men generally in the state. Park- 
man is not at all averse to advice, and is 
willing to listen to those who have had 
years of experience in fire insurance work.

It is reported that certain Hannibal, 
Mo., agents are charging their companies 
for “printing forms,” under a _ voucher 
furnished by the secretary and supply 
agent for Hannibal agencies, the voucher 
reading: “Being in full for its prorata 
share of expense for twelve months, end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1918.” The companies are 
repudiating the charge. 


OKLAHOMA NOTES 


Fourteen separate suits against as 
many fire insurance companies have been 
instituted in the court at Oklahoma City 
by Leon and John Bisman to collect al- 
leged losses in a fire which damaged the 
Eisman store on January 6, 1913. The 
store was insured for $43,000. The BHis- 
mans claim 4 total loss of $30,000 and 
seek to recOver amounts varying from 
— to $6,500 from the various com- 
panies. 


ARKANSAS NOTES 


H. K. Key, of the local agency firm of 
Allen & Key, at Helena, Ark., has sold 
his interest to J. A. Reagan and the firm 
becomes Allen & Reagan. 

The plant of the Rose City Cotton Oil 
Company, near Little Rock, Ark., burned 
April 9, entailing a loss of $200,000. The 
insurance on the buildings, machinery and 
stock amounted to $95,000. There was 
$25,000 insurance on the stock. The 
plant is to be rebuilt.

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Ruby Laffoon Addresses Kentucky 
Agents—Eighteenth Annual Meet-

Definite pledges by Ruby Laffoon, 
chairman of the state insurance board 
of Kentucky, to secure the passage of a 
resident agents’ bill and the repeal of 
the valued policy law, were made to 
the local agents of the state at their 
eighteenth annual convention, held in 
Louisville last Thursday, his address, 
which. outlined the policy of the board 
toward the company and agents as one 
of “give and take,” being received with 
evidences of real enthusiasm on the 
part of the underwriters, to whom the 
conditions suggested have been a 
promised land for many years. 

T. M. Goodloe, actuary of the state 
insurance board, was also present, and 
paid his respects to the companies, 
whom he criticized for their unwilling- 
ness to give up information regarding 
receipts and losses on the various 
classes. O. N. Grav, another member 
of the rating organization, was on 
hand, and the cordial expressions of 
the state officials were received in 
kind by the local agents. 

Another feature of the meeting was 
the presence of President J. H. South- 
gate and Secretary H. H. Putnam of 
the National association, both of whom 
delivered addresses. 

M. H. Gabbert, of Elizabethtown, 
first vice-president, was in the chair, 
owing to the absence of President 
T. C. Timberlake, who is recovering 
from the effects of a serious opera- 
tion.

NEWS OF FIRE PREVENTION 


T the Western Union meeting last 
A week it was decided to place the 

state fire prevention associations in 
charge of the committee on publicity 
and education. H. N. Kelsey has been 
the efficient chairman of the committee, 
but as he has located in New York, a 
new chairman will be named. It is 
likely that this post will fall to John 
Marshall of the Firemans Fund. 

These state associations have no uni- 
form rule as to dues. Some charge so 
much per company and some charge 
per member. The practices of the as- 
sociations are not uniform and it will 
be the plan of the committee to har- 
monize these differences and have the 
organizations conducted with the high- 
est possible efficiency, economy and 
uniformity. 

If the Western Insurance Bureau 
agrees to 7 its prorata share of the 
expense of the committee it will have 
two members and the Union three. 


INSPECT FLOODED DISTRICTS 
Committees Under General Committee 


Appointed for Work by Ohio 
ire Prevention Association 











That a grave fire hazard exists in the 
cities inundated in the recent floods 
in Ohio and other states is well recog- 
nized. While it is in a way a moral 
hazard, it depends on the physical con- 
dition of risks injured by the floods. 
A special meeting of the Ohio State 
Fire Prevention Association was held 
at Columbus, Ohio, on Monday and as 
a result the following letter has been 
sent out to the companies by Presi- 
dent Shannon: 


To Companies—We wish to advise you 
that at a meeting of the Ohio State Fire 
Prevention Association held this day at 
Hartman Hotel, Columbus, Ohio, with full 
attendance, it was decided important and 
advisable to secure full information 
bearing on present conditions in the vari- 
ous towns and cities in the state, af- 
fected by the recent flood. 

Committees have been appointed of 
sufficient strength, operating under the 
direction of a general comittee consist- 
ing of W. Clayton, chairman; J. O. 
Dye, J. A. Cloud, H. EB. Boning and C. B. 
Corry. with specific instructions to re- 
port in detail on present conditions as 
affecting all property in flooded terri- 
tory. 

As rapidly as possible you will be fur- 
nished with information secured. 





CAN LEVY TAX AT DES MOINES 


The Iowa legislature has passed the 
bill giving Des Moines power to levy a 
tax of one and one-half mills for the 
purchase of new fire equipment, thus 
coming to the rescue after the insurance 
men and commercial organization had ex- 
hausted all means to improve the fire 
fighting devices in the city. At the time 
the bill passed both houses, Fire Chief 
William Burnett filed his annual report 
for the year | March 31, which 
showed a total fire loss of $356,967, an 
increase over the previous year of $118,- 
703. There were fewer fires than the 
prior year, but more big losses. Four of 
the 891 alarms are given as of incendiary 
origin. Whether lack of equipment is re- 
sponsible for the heavy loss is a matter 
upon which opinions differ, although Su- 
perintendent Van Liew of the Department 
of Public Safety believes such is not the 
case. 





FOREST FIRES IN MINNESOTA 


Forest fires in Minnesota, according to 
the second annual report of the Minne- 
sota state forester, burned over in 1912 
17,676 acres of land in the northern part 
of the state, doing a damage estimated 
at $22,644. There were 344 fires in all, 
and 168 of ‘them were caused by sparks 
from engines. The remainder started 
from camp fires, left burning, or other 
forms of carelessness, and considerable 
of the loss is traced to the fact that 
lumber companies failed to remove their 
slashings we to the law. 

Railroads and lumber companies are 











cooperating with the state forester to re- 
duce the forest fire loss this year. Over 
100 miles of telephone wire have been 
put up, connecting the watch towers in 
the forest fire districts. 


SEVENTY-FIVE MEN ARE BUSY 








Inspection of Minneapolis Progressing 
Satisfactorily—Printed Report 
Will be Ready for Meeting 





About seventy-five insurance men are 
busy completing the inspection of 
Minneapolis for the Minnesota State 
Fire Prevention Association. President 
Schimmel says that the work is well in 
hand and that a complete report will 
be ready and in print for the big mass 
meeting to be held April 30, in the 
Auditorium. The program for this 
meeting is now complete. The Mayor 
will make one of the principal speeches, 
explaining the city’s interest and par- 
ticipation in the inspection work. Gov- 
ernor Eberhart will give an address in 
which he will show the state’s attitude 
towards the fire prevention work and 
the state’s faithful and hearty coop- 
eration through the governor’s office, 
the insurance department and the fire 
marshal’s office. The principal address 
will be that of former Fire Marshal 
Doyle of Illinois, who will speak on 
fire waste and fire prevention. This 
program will occupy fully the two 
hours of the session. The civic and 
commerce association, women’s clubs 
and the fire prevention association con- 
ferred recently through representa- 
tives at a meeting in the city hall on 
the aid which various organizations 
can give to fire prevention by assisting 
in cleaning up the city, especially the 
rubbish. 


INSPECTIONS IN MICHIGAN 
Fire Marshal’s Authority Secures Im- 


provements in Bad Risks—May 
Take Up Grand Rapids 











Michigan field men inspected Mon- 
roe and Adrian Tuesday, but no report 
is ready. The fire prevention associa- 
tion has received reports on eight pre- 
viously inspected cities, which indicate 
that conditions are being much im- 
proved in the state. 

The cities reported on were Port 
Huron, Saginaw, Lansing, Muskegon, 
Grand Haven, Spring Lake, Jackson 
and Kalamazoo. Conditions seem to 
have been bad in proportion to the 
size of the cities, but the state fire 
marshal’s authority has been sufficient 
in most cases to effect the remedy or- 
dered. That all conditions ordered cor- 
rected will soon be attended to is made 
certain by the fact that the fire mar- 
shal has power, under the state law, to 
fine an offender $5 per day as long as 
he permits an unsafe condition to exist. 

Most of the large cities in the state, ex- 
cept Detroit and Grand Rapids, now have 
been inspected. The field men are con- 
sidering invading Grand Rapids soon, but 
it will be such a tremendous job that 
they hesitate to tackle it. For the same 
reason, it is doubtful if Detroit ever will 
be inspected. It would be a very costly 
move on the part of the field men, and 
the Detroit fire department makes such 
good inspections on its own volition that 
the field men doubt it will be necessary 
for them to act. 

The upper peninsula is the only part 
of the state that has not been well at- 
tended to, Marquette being the only city 
in that part of the state which has had 
attention. There are several cities up 
there with a population of from ten to 
twenty thousand. One good thing regard- 
ing them is that they are mostly new, 


having been very small until within the 
last decade. 


INTEREST IN FIRE PROTECTION 

Fire prevention is being widely agi- 
tated in North Dakota this spring. Both 
the daily and the weekly press has given 
the matter considerable space and better 
methods are urged in regard to cleaning 
up rubbish and securing improved fire 
protection. Several towns are putting in 
new waterworks and others are adding 
to their fire equipment. The moral effect 
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of the bill providing for a fire marshal 
is evident and it is expected to greatly 
improve conditions and lessen fire risks. 


DOYLE TO SPEAK IN DENVER 

Cc. J. Doyle, associate counsel of the 
National Board, will address the Denver 
Electric Club May 1 and will talk to the 
Chamber of Commerce the following day. 
He will tell what the insurance com- 
panies are doing in promoting the fire 
prevention campaign. 





RESULTS OF EDUCATIONAL WORE 

Superintendents of schools in Ken- 
tucky, at their meeting at Frankfort re- 
cently, decided to introduce the subject 
of fire prevention and fire protection into 
the regular school courses. The decision 
was made through the efforts of F. M. 
Drake, state agent of the North America 
and chairman of the committee on laws 
and ordinances of the Kentucky State Fire 
Prevention Association. 

Mr. Drake will speak this week before 
the Kentucky Manufacturers’ Association 
at Louisville, while President Snyder of 
the association will address the Ken- 
tucky Press Association early in the sum- 
mer. The fire prevention association is 
accomplishing a great deal along educa- 
tional lines. 





PILL KANSAS VACANCIES 


The resignation of Carl G. Whipple as 
vice-president of the Kansas State Fire 
Convention Association and also as chair- 
man of the executive board of the asso- 
ciation was accepted at a meeting of the 
executive committee at Topeka last Mon- 
day. Mr. Whipple resigned when he was 
promoted to the western office of the 
National at Chicago. 

R. C. Alexander of the Royal was made 
chairman of the executive commitee. H. 
E. Seeds, Commercial Union, was made a 
member of the executive committee in the 
vacancy. W. D. Perry, North America, 
was made vice-president until the next 
regular meeting. 

The committee decided to make an in- 
spection of Fort Scott, Kan., on May 20. 
The inspection will be in charge of E. 
B. Marr, New York Underwriters, as 
chairman of the special inspection com- 
mittee. Fort Scott has not been inspected 
so far, although a number of cities of the 





state have been. There has been a re- 
quest from the business men of the city 
for an inspection at the hands of the 
fire prevention association. 





PIRST ARSON ARREST 


The first arrest to be made on a charge 
of arson by the new Kansas state fire 
marshal, Harrison Parkman, was at Bur- 
lingame, Kan., a few days ago when J. A. 
Draffen was charged with burning down 
his house and barn. Parkman believes he 
has a good case of circumstantial evi- 
dence against Draffen, and feels sure he 
will be able to secure a conviction when 
the case comes up for trial. 

Draffen, according to the fire marshal, 
secured insurance on his property on Feb. 
13, last, in the sum of $1,750. The prop- 
erty was burned two weeks later, Feb. 27. 
Draffen made oath before adjusters of 
the insurance companies that he was in 
Emporia, Kan., on the day of the fire, 
and proved that his family also was 
away from home. 

Then Parkman appeared on the scene 
and secured affidavits from Draffen’s 
neighbors to the effect tht he had been 
seen shortly after the fire started at 
Burlingame. Other evidence which the 
fire marshal declines to make public also 
has been secured, he says. 





FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 

Madisonville, Ky., is now letting con- 
tracts for its $65,000 waterworks system. 

Arlington, Tenn., has let a contract for 
the construction of a $15,000 water sys- 
tem, 

At Naponee, Neb., an election will be 
called to vote on issuing light and water 
bonds, 

At Virginia, Minn., the sale of the 
$450,000 water and light bonds has been 
enjoined. 

At Guthrie Center, Iowa,.a vote of 120 
to 21 carried the issuing of water exten- 
sion bonds. 


At Kilwaukee, Ore., an election March 
18 carried the issuing of $20,000 water 
plant bonds. 

April 18 has been designated by Act- 
ing Governor Futrell of Arkansas as Fire 
Prevention Day, “a day to be devoted 
to the inspection of property and the edu- 
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cation of the public in the 
gers and prevention of fires. 


At Perry, Iowa, a movement is under 
way to call an election to vote on issu- 
ing bonds for waterworks. 


At LeMars, Iowa, the proposition to 
issue $65,000 waterworks bonds was de- 
feated by a vote of 528 to 40. 


At Billings, Mont., an election March 
25 carried the issuing of $575,000 water-

pensation insurance; I would not attempt 
to be an actuary, but I would get the de- 
tailed reports that the companies make 
to the state department and study them; 
I would learn what various forms cost 
companies in the way of both losses and 

expenses. 

“When you find that a company sus- 
tains a 20 percent loss on employers lia- 
bility premiums during the first twelve 
months it has the business on its books 
you may know that it will reap no profit. 
During the time the policy is in force 
little of the liability that has accrued is 
discharged. This is because an injured 
person has two years from the date of an 
accident to bring suit, and longer if he 
be under 21 years of age, because the 
courts are behind, because they take much 
time in disposing of cases, because cases 
may be carried from the appellate to the 
supreme court and then sent back for re- 
trial—this is because liability is ordinar- 
ily not discharged until ten years has 
elapsed since the expiration of the pol- 
icy. Right now the Employers’ Liability 
has a case on which the policy expired 
twelve years ago. The company has pre- 
served the data on the accident and is 
rendering something akin to the service 
that a lawyer does to a client. It is giv- 
ing service, something that costs money, 
and may be called upon for some indem- 
nity as well. It is doing what the as- 
sured’s lawyer, doctor and chief clerk 
would have been called upon to do but 
could not have done with as little expense 
and as efficientlv as the company is do- 
ing. It is furnishing photographs, draw- 
ings and testimony, secured at the time 
the accident occurred. Deferred claims, 
such as this is an example of, cost two 
and a half times as much as the company 
pays out during the time the policy was 
in force. This means a 70 percent loss 
ratio and no company can come out even 
on such an outgo.” 

The obligation for the payment of 
claims is always on the employer—he 
has no way of discharging them except 
by paying. It is the duty of the broker 
to see that the man is insured in a com- 
pany that is not only meeting its current 
cost, but that will meet its deferred 
claims many years hence. 

Speaking of interinsurance organiza- 
tions, Mr. Gilbert said that there is no 
law in Illinois for such institutions. Such 
institutions are not designed to meet de- 
ferred claims. A certificate holder may 
withdraw at any time and while he may 
be held for his portion of the liability 
that accrued but did not take form while 
he was an underwriter, it is a question 
whether his share could be collected. Or- 
ganizers and promoters of such concerns 
usually take 25 percent plus 10, the lat- 
ter amount seldom if ever being men- 
tioned to subscribers, and in return they 
agree to keep the accounts and handle 
claims, but not to pay one cent. The sub- 
scriber also gives the attorney-in-fact sole 
power to make him an underwriter on any 
and all risks. The managers of ex- 
changes compare their institutions to 
London Lloyds, but there is no compari- 
son; there is not the slightest similarity. 

The Employers’ Liability hasn’t all of 
the poor automobile risks in Illinois and 
in three years’ time it has paid out 46 
percent of its automobile premiums for 
losses. In addition to this it will pay on 
suits that are pending and suits that 
have not yet been instituted—it will have 
some deferred liability to care for. The 
figure shows that automobile liability in- 
surance is not so profitable that interin- 
surers can save much by returning “prof- 
its that go to stockholders.” 

The broker owes it to himself to not 
take away from his dignity by hunting 
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for the lowest premium companies. His 
work calls for as much cranaing as do 
the medical, legal and dental professions, 
more work, as much brains and more 
activity. Price alone should not be his 
only claim on a man’s business. 
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The trustees of the Insurance Brok- 
erage Association met Tuesday to discuss 
the antirebate and brokers license bills.

now on the books, I believe that we have | 
a resident agent’s law already in effect. | 
If that law doesn’t meet the demands, an- | 
other should be enacted, especially as the 
state has taken control of rates to be 
charged for insurance. 


Suspects Premiums Not Shown | 


We don’t know whether the insurance 
premiums and losses resulting from Ken- 
tucky business written outside the state 
are included in the figures given us or 
not; but in view of the fact that human 
nature is generally the same everywhere, 
I am inclined to believe that the losses 
are charged up to Kentucky, but the pre- 
miums received by authorized companies 
through reinsurance from outside com- 
panies writing Kentucky business are not | 
shown in the statements given us. 

One of the objects of the state rating 
board is to bring the public and the com- 
panies into closer relations with each 
other. We don’t want to incur the dis- 
pleasure of any insurance company. We 
don’t want to incur the displeasure of any 
local agent. The agents have treated the 
board fairly on every proposition that has 
come up. It has been my pleasure to 
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serve as a local agent, and know the 
hardships, trials and responsibilities 
which fall to the lot of the agent, and we 
have no disposition to add to his bur- 


dens. 
Why Rating Law Was Passed 

The companies have not let the public 
into a knowledge and appreciation of their 
business. They have kept the public away 
from them—and that’s the reason for the 
existence of the state insurance board of 
Kentucky. 

Fire insurance rates in this state are 
too high. Insurance is costing the peo- 
ple of the state too much. We don’t in- 
tend to take the companies by the throat 
and stifle them, but the board does desire 
that they show more judgment, more fore- 
Sight, more care in the selection of risks 
than they have done in the past. We ex- 
pect to ask for legislation that will be in 
the interest of both companies and policy- 
holders, and we believe that if treated 
fairly the state insurance board will 
prove a blessing to the companies as well 
as the public. 

It is true that the legislature has here- 
tofore looked with suspicion upon meas- 
ures presented by insurance interests, 
thinking that they had an ax to grind; 





but when a resident agent’s law and an 
act to repeal the valued policy law are 
presented by the state insurance board, 
the lawmakers almost surely will take 
heed and pass them. In this way the act 
creating the board will prove to have 
been a benison both to insurers and in- 
sured. 

The board has a hard task ahead of it. 
The companies expect and will get fair 
treatment, while the insuring public de- 
mands that the cost of insurance be de- 
creased. The agents think that we are 
sometimes acting contrary to their inter- 
ests, while the companies feel that we are 
attempting to discharge merely a political 
duty. We seem to be between the devil 
and the deep sea. But we are going to 
deal fairly with all interests. 

We must give and take; concede here 
and accept there. We bespeak the good 
influence of the local agents and your 
encouragement; for we shall seek the en- 
actment of wholesome legislation in your 
behalf. We crave the friendship of the 
companies, for we shall seek the enact- 
pans wholesome legislation in their 
behalf. 


Goodloe on Reports and Rating 
T. M. Goodloe, actuary of the state 
insurance board, spoke at the same 
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meeting regarding the blank which the 
board will issue shortly, calling on the 
companies for reports of classified 
businesses. 


I think you should urge upon the com- 
panies the wisdom and propriety of let- 
ting us have this information willingly, 
instead of making us pull it out like a 
dentist extracting teeth, and getting just 
about as many squeals as from the dent- 
ist’s patient. 

We are not prepared to say that reports 
of receipts and losses will give any ac- 
curate data for the basing of rates; but 
the system of rating is no further ad- 
vanced now than it was in 1887, when I 
heard a mercantile rating plan expounded 
in these rooms. We are still guessing at 
rates. There is no mathematically exact 
system for measuring the hazard. I be- 
lieve in the analytical schedule as far as 
it goes, but no system can accurately and 
definitely determine the cost of insurance 
on each class, as pertaining to occupancy 
and construction. Occupancy, construc- 





tion, the relation of insurance to values, 
all have a bearing on the subject. 
Should Agree on Classification 

But while we do not want this data as 
a means of determining rates, we do be- 
lieve that the question of receipts and 
losses on the various classes has a bear- 
ing on the cost of insurance in those 
classes. The companies have been selfish- 
ly keeping to themselves their records of 
results as to classes for perfectly under- 
standable reasons. We would like to have 
this information, because while it will not 
give data for actual rate making, it is a 
valuable guide in that direction. 

People who are opposing classification 
most strongly are in my opinion only try- 
ing to muddy the waters. We don't think 
that the state board should be censured 
for rescinding the order requiring reports 
from agents when we are going to 1 on 
the companies in a few weeks to fill out 
blanks with information of this kind. The 
companies would do well to get together 
with authorities in the various states 
where rate laws are in effect and agree on 
a uniform basis of classification. 
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SPIRIT IN MISSOURI 


THE maj-rity of the local fire agents 
in Missouri are displaying commend- 
able spirit and courage in view of the 
drastic action taken by fire companies 
in deciding to suspend operations there 
May 1 because of the severity of the 
anti-trust law. The agents are called 
on to make much sacrifice. The chief 
means of their livelihood will be taken 
away but they are looking at the ques- 
tion from the broad standpoint of busi- 
ness justice. 

While the Missouri agents have been 
criticised for their activity in getting 
the Oliver rating law passed against 
the wishes of the companies, yet they 
are being praised now that they are 
meeting a grave crisis with fortitude. 

The state authorities have toned 
down their utterances since the compa- 
nies announced their intention to sus- 
pend. There has not been displayed 
that cockey manner of defiance notice- 
able heretofore. Notwithstanding the 
opinion of the attorney-general and in- 
surance superintendent in their efforts 
to show that there is mo danger ahead, 
companies regard their views as indi- 
vidual and point to the law as the real 
measure that must govern their actions. 
With the way open for prosecution in 
every county and with fines of consid- 
erable magnitude and penitentiary sen- 
tences staring them in the face, the 
company managers and officers are not 
taking chances. 

No one can read the Orr antitrust 
law without being convinced that its 
provisions are intolerable. Had the old 
conditions been restored that existed 
previous to the enactment of the Oli- 
ver rating act, the companies would 
not have thought of suspending. The 
new law is an entirely different mea- 
sure. Competition can not be restored 
with any degree of safety. The compa- 
nies are acting with great wisdom in 
refusing to do business under an act 
that subjects them to all sorts of dan- 
ger. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
Western InsuRaNcE Bureau companies 
will take action similar to the union 
companies next week. The declara- 
tions of state officials that mutuals, in- 
terinsurers and outside companies will 
be able to satisfy the demands of the 
assured is childish. The values in the 
large cities are too great to be taken 
care of by such concerns. 

The companies should not lose any 

















of their enthusiasm to suspend. There 
should be a united sentiment, backed 
up by vigorous action and it is up to 
each company to play fair and square 
in this emergency. There should be 
no indirect means used to still do busi- 
ness in the state. 

The citizens of Missouri should be 
taught that they can not by legislative 
enactment compel companies to try to 
do business in an unprofitable state 
under conditions that are unbearable. 
It is time you call a halt on legisla- 
tive brigandage. 





FACTS VERSUS ‘ASSERTIONS 


Quacxs who have been howling at 
fire companies, charging them with 
covering up the tracks of the incendi- 
aries by labeling suspicious losses as 
“of unknown” origin or anything else 
but the fact, must be sadly disappointed 
with one of their cherished ideas when 
they look over a recent report of the 
state insurance board of Taxes. They 
have held that if the government took 
hold of reporting fires the truth would 
be told, and they have said what the 
truth would be. 

On Dec. 10, 1910, the government of 
the Lone Star state did take hold. 
Now, to uphold: their assertions, the 
“reformers” will have to accuse the 
state of being in league with the ar- 
son trust. In a period of two years 
and three months the state reported on 
25,000 fires. In dwellings, apartment 
houses, boarding houses and private 
outhouses it found 17 percent of the 
fires were of unknown origin and 2.5 
percent incendiary. In all other classes 
of risks, excluding cotton gins and au- 
tomobiles, 25 percent of the fires were 
from unknown causes and 4 percent 
incendiary. 

Grouping all classes together the 
fires of unknown origin aggregated 21.9 
percent and the incendiary 3.2. These 
facts are a sad, sad commentary on the 
unfounded estimates of Colliers’ Mac- 
Fartang, Commissioner JoHNnson of 
New York City and others. 





INSURANCE “PROFITS” 


To an insurance man it may look 
like a joke when a prominent St. Louis 
newspaper puts this head over a table 
of premiums and losses in Missouri, 
“Casualty Companies Do Well. Only 
One Shows Losses Greater Than Its 
Premiums.” It is no joke. It is one 
evidence of the ignorance of the pub- 
lic that is causing the insurance com- 
panies no end of trouble. The state- 
ment quoted is not from a promoter 
trying to mislead the people; it is from 
one of the most reputable of large 
city newspapers which has no object 
in misrepresentation but rather every 
reason to be fair. Yet one of its copy- 
readers, a trained newspaper man, 
through inadvertence or ignorance, 
leaves with the readers of the paper 
the impression that if losses do not 
exceed premiums an insurance com- 
pany is making money. Is it surpris- 
ing that the part of the public holding 
such erroneous views is dissatisfied 
when reports show that the losses paid 
in a state amount to 60 or 70 percent 
of the premiums, leaving the remainder 
for “profit”? When any considerable 
part of the public is dissatisfied it tries 
to find relief through legislation. It 
looks as if some publicity and educa- 


tion along other lines than fire waste 
would be in order.

TEMPEST IN NEW YORK 


ENSIGNS GIVES UP HIS JOB 





Has Resigned as Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Local Life Under- 
writers’ Association 





New York, April 16—(Special)—Of- 
ficially there is nothing disturbing in- 
side the Life Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion of New York, and yet there is the 
resignation of Secretary-Treasurer 
Everett M. Ensign, which has been ac- 
cepted by the executive committee, also 
a redhot communication from Charles 
Jerome Edwards in which he criticises 
the executive committee, of which he 
is a member, for its action in approv- 
ing a bill pending in the New York 
legislature to permit the sharing of 
commissions. Mr. Edwards charges 
the committee with exceeding its au- 
thority in the first place and also with 
taking the wrong position with regard 
to exchanges of commissions. He says 
the New York Life Underwriters’ As- 
sociation was one of the foremost in 
getting proper regulative laws on the 
statute books and that the bill in ques- 
tion will open the way for many of the 
old abuses. Mr. Edwards vigorously 
opposed the proposition when it came 
up in executive committee meeting. 

Letter from Mr. Bristol 

There also appeared on Monday a 
communication from John I. D. Bris- 
tol, New York city manager for the 
Northwestern Mutual Life, who was 
one of the speakers at the last dinner 
of the association, who declines an in- 
vitation to join the association “until 
the association has done something in 
an emphatic and unmistakable way to 
divest life insurance of the crimes and 
criminals thai are everywhere asso- 
ciated with the business.” 

“Znsign Throws Up Position 


The resignation of Secretary Ensign 
came shortly after the last dinner, which 
was attended by the largest number in 
the history of the organization. It is said 
that there was some criticism of the af- 
fair, which Mr. Ensign, having had 
charge of the arrangements, regarded as 
personal. This, added to a difference of 
opinion regarding the financial value of 
his position, brought about his resigna- 





on. 

It will be remembered that a life insur- 
ance agent, not knowing to whom he was 
talking, some time ago tried to sell Mr. 
Ensign some life insurance, offering a 30 
percent rebate. A trap was laid and the 
agent was haled before the insurance de- 
partment for a scolding. “Street” gossip 
says that it was another agent of the 
same eee who was responsible for 
much. of the criticism of Mr. Ensign. 

Chairman Myrick Explains 

Chairman J. S. Myrick of the executive 
committee said that nothing personal was 
intended in any criticism that might have 
been made, and that the executive com- 
mittee parts with the services of Mr. En- 
sign with deepest regret. He has been a 
hard and faithful worker for the good of 
the association. At the last meeting 
thirty-five applications for membership 
were received. In reply to Mr. Edwards’ 
criticism, Mr. Myrick said that the ap- 
proval of the pending legislation was de-

MURDER CLAUSE UPHELD 

The Colorado state court of appeals has 
upheld the legality of a clause in an in- 
surance policy by which the insurance is 
canceled if the person insured is mur- 
dered by any beneficiary. 

The decision was given in the suit of 
Minnie and Mary Rausch against the 
Women of Woodcraft. The plaintiffs are 
heirs of Conrad Rausch, who murdered 
his wife at El Paso, Texas, several years 
ago and then committed suicide. 

Rausch was beneficiary under an in- 
surance policy for $1,375 on the life of 
his wife. His heirs sued for the insur- 
ance and won a judgment in a lower 


court. The court of appeals reversed that 
decision.

“The Practical Use of Life Insur- 
ance” at University 





Courtenay Barber, general agent of 
the Equitable Life of New York at 
Chicago, was the lecturer last week in 
the life insurance course at Western 
Reserve University at Cleveland. His 
subject was “The Practical Uses of 
Life Insurance.” Mr. Barber spoke in 
part as follows: 


My particular responsibility in being 
here today, as a representative of that 
part of the life insurance organization 
which is responsible for applying and 
extending its usefulness, is to give you, 

as best can, what I understand to be 
the purpose of our business and the hu- 
man need which brought such an institu- 
tion into existence and used it to such an 
extent that it has grown into one of the 
most potent economic and moral forces 
at work today in serving society in the 
solution of its problems. In other words, 
to point out, as I see it, the fundamental 
relationship between the service this great 
business has proven beyond question its 
ability to render, and the need for such 
service on the part of society, which al- 
ways has existed and always will. 

Would Extend Vision 

In dealing with this subject, I want to 
treat it in the biggest way, so that it may 
extend ie vision of some who hear me 
in relation to the usefulness of that serv- 
ice which the institution of life insurance 
is perfectly organized to render.

Practical Uses of Life Insurance 


Let us first have a proper understand- 
ing of that which we are to make prac- 
tical use of.

“A life insurance organization exists to 
insure a life result to an individual who 
can not otherwise be sure of the result, 
on account of the uncertainty of the life- 
time L uired to accomplish the result.”

Economic Definition of Life Insurance 


I should like to state a very simple eco- 
nomic definition of life insurance as it 
appears in an organized state. The or- 
ganization exists for the purpose of group- 
ing individuals or units, thereby creating 
an average which is capable of determin- 
ing, on a scientific, mathematical basis, 
the average length of life of each unit, 
and then, on a mathematical basis, equally 


scientific, guarantee through the esoper- | 
ation of the whole group, a result to each | 
individual that could not otherwise be | 
secured. 

Let us look at society; for it is my pur- 
pose to endeavor to make clear to you the 
invaluable relationship between life in- 
surance as an institution and society as 
a whole and every individual member 
thereof in its progress toward that goal, | 
which represents the ambition of society | 
wherever the inspiration of civilization | 
controls it, and where that progress is | 
marked by milestones representing prob- | 
lems which, if solved, permit further | 
progress, but if unsolved absolutely mar | 
further progress toward the goal. 


Value of Man 


In order that we may get first things 
first, let us try to get a fairly true per- 
spective of that particular value repre- 
sented by man as the unit in society, 
which is the objective of the practical 
use of life insurance, 

Before going further, let us be sure of 
the relative value of man as against all 
created things. If man were destroyed 
from the face of the earth, and all cre- 
ated things were to remain, there would 
be nothing of value on the earth, but on 
the other hand, if everything created by 
man, or rather appropriated, developed 
and valued by man, were destroyed and 
only man were left with the earth and all | 
of his and its potential value, not very 
much would have been destroyed. This 
has been written in the history of the 
destruction of vast cities by fire, cyclones 
and floods.

Sue on Extended Feature 

It has been left to the Nebraska su- 
preme court to determine whether or 
not the Travelers Insurance Co. owes 
$25,000 to the family of Henry F. 
Cady, in his lifetime a leading Omaha 
lumberman. In 1893 Mr. Cady had 
the policy written, he paying $475 an- 
nual premium, and the policy provid- 
ing that in the event of his death, his 
family was to receive $1,250 annually 
for twenty years. In 1903, being in 
financial straits, Mr. Cady wrote to 
the company that he preferred a new 
extended insurance policy to replace 
the old one, as he did not wish to keep 
up the policy payments. 

The secretary replied that his de- 
fault in the last payment could be made 
to automatically extend the insurance 
in the old policy for seven years and 
eight douthe, and that a new policy 
would not be issued. Just six years and 





eleven months thereafter Mr. Cady 
died, but the date of his death was 
seven years and nine months from the 
date of default in premium payments, 
The company maintains that the policy 
had expired a month before Mr. Cady’s 
death, and the family maintains that 
the extended insurance period did not 
begin until the secretary wrote to Mr. 

ady, as the company did not until 
then exercise its option of making the 
change. 





LIBERAL SPIRIT IS EVIDENT 


Part Time Men and Agents of Younger 
Companies to be Welcomed at 
Cincinnati 





The Cincinnati Life Underwriters’ 
Association held its regular meeting on 
Tuesday at the Business Men’s Club. 
The topic discussed was as to who are 
eligible for membership in the associa- 
tion. The discussion diverged into two 
directions, first as to whether part time 
men are eligible and second with re- 
gard to the representatives of the 
younger companies which may be clas- 
sified as those on the preliminary term 
basis. Although the rules were not 
changed, a liberal spirit was evidenced 
both in the case of part time men who 
devote the major portion of their time 
to life insurance and also to those 
agents of the better established and 
more successful younger companies 
whose agents measure up to a fairly 
good standard. As heretofore, applica- 
tions will be passed upon by the execu- 
tive committee and in considering those 
from the agents of newer companies, 
both the standing of the company and 
of the agent will be taken into account. 

One suggestion made was that any 
agent who devotes the major part of his 
business to life insurance work, even 
though a part time man, be eligible; and 
also that agents of young companies who 
come up to the standard personally and 
who represent companies which are either 
at least tem years old or which have 
$10,000,000 of insurance in force and 
which have borne a good reputation be 
considered proper material for member- 
ship. The association is friendly dis- 
posed to the worthy young companies but 
is inclined to consider carefully those 
which pay excessive ons or which 
are on an unqualified preliminary term 
reserve 3. 

Chairman Mack of the executive com- 
mittee of the National association gave 
an account of the meeting in New York 
recently. It is  believ that Cincin- 
nati stands the best chance at the pres- 
ent time of securing the national conven- 
tion in 1914 and the members are already 
looking forward to the entertainment of 
the body. The association is particularly 
strong at this time and has a larger 
membership than ever before, with new 
members coming in every month. The 
new membership roster was distributed 
at this meeting, sho seventy-four 
active members and four honorary. The 
Equitable has five members, the Home 
Life, five; the Metropolitan, five; the 
Mutual Benefit, seven; Mutual Life, six; 
Northwestern Mutual, six; Penn Mutual, 
seven, and the Union Central, eight, in 
addition to honorary i By 
the time the National association would 
meet in Cincinnati the tion will 
undoubtedly have considerably over 100 
members. The annual meeting and elec- 
tion of officers will be held on May 6 and 
this will be an evening session.

NEW YORK LIFE’S NEW RULE 





Agency Association Sentiment Against 
Pluggers—Company Has Good 
Control of Its Men 


The New York Life is likely to run 
up against agency association senti- 
ment in its recent promulgation that 
its agents are prohibited from accept- 
ing business from brokers, agents of 
other companies or anyone not under 
contract with the company or in its 
employ, but not prohibiting agents from 
paying a fee or small commission to 

elpers or others for information lead- 
ing its agents to the procurement of 
applications. The announcement pro- 
vided that the facts shall be clearly 
stated in each case and that the person 
receiving the commission or fee shall 
be licensed in accordance with the state 
laws. 

New York Life agents do not, as a 
rule, belong to the various life under- 
writers’ associations, but this will not 
prevent some of the associations from 
stating their positions on the matter 
in opposition to any letting down of the 
bars in the payment of fees or commis- 
sions to those not regularly engaged 
in the business. While the New York 
Life has unusually good control over 
its agency forces and probably the 

ractice will be carefully regulated, it 
is believed that a siauminaibe by any 
company to the effect that a part of 
the commission may be given away to 
those who are not agents and who in- 
fluence business is a detriment to the 
business at large. 

The New York Life’s ruling on part 
time men, permitting these to take 
service with the company only in such 
rare cases where the part time man 
has a bona fide intention of becoming 
a whole time agent in due course, is 
believed to be a good one. 





Projecting Substandard Company 

C. H. Mayer, a Chicago life insur- 
ance broker living at 907 Buena avenue, 
is planning the organization of a legal 
reserve company to write principally 
substandard business. He proposes a 
capital of $250,000 sold at two for one 
to create a substantial surplus. His 
idea is that much of the substandard 





business refused by companies not ac- 
cepting such business could be written 
in a substandard company much bet- 
ter than in a competing concern. Cer- 
tain substandard risks would not be 
written and he is securing information 
to show what classes can be accepted 
and the rates required on such classes. 


May Get New General Agency 


Plans are under way whereby the 
General Founders Company will be re- 
moved from Chicago to Detroit and 
become the general agent for Michigan 
of a large eastern life company. How- 
ard C. Wade is now in New York 
completing negotiations for the con- 
tract. He will retain the presidency of 
General Founders and act as manager 
of the agency. " j 

The only hitch in sight is the ques- 
tion whether the stockholders or the 
bondholders will make an: objection. 
Mr. Wade will secure the agency con- 
tract in person and offer it to General 
Founders. If it is rejected he will or- 
ganize a new agency. 

Mr. Wade already has the nucleus 
of a good agency. Many of his men 
hold stock in the General Founders 
Company and would probably stay 
with it if another general agency were 
secured. The object of continuing the 
company is to preserve the renewal 
commissions due from the Michigan 
State Life and the Missouri State Life, 
which amount to a large sum annually. 

Arthur Jones of Detroit, who was 
counsel for General Founders and the 
other Frederick L. Apps corporations, 
states that Apps is not in Europe or South 
America, or in a Chicago sanitarium, as 
has been reported, but in a seacoast sub- 
urb of New York, with his wife, who is 
quite ill, and that he would return to 
Detroit as soon as Mrs. Apps’ condition 
permitted. Mr. Jones said he recently 
visited them there for three days. 


Royal Achates Deal Through 

The reinsurance of the Royal Achates, 
an Omaha, Neb., fraternal, in the West- 
ern Life Indemnity has been effected. 
The deal was sanctioned by Auditor 
Barton of Nebraska, but held up by 
Superintendent Potter of Illinois. He 
secured opinions from attorneys on the 
proposition to the effect that the re- 
insurance was not a violation of any 
statute. 











Prairie Life About Ready

North Mich—The company has 
shown splendid development since it be- 
gan business five years ago. It has been 
built up out of its own resources from 
the loadings. It has had no subsidiary 
institutions to feed it and has resorted 
to no schemes. Its work has been ac- 
complished without using any funds paid 
in by stockholders. Its new insurance 
last year was $3,225,000, making over 
$9,000,000 in force. Its assets are $539,- 
769, an increase of $119,000 


Detroit Life—The company’s surplus is 
now $117,431, the capital having been re- 
duced in order to add to surplus account. 
On Dec. 31 the company had $512 of ad- 
mitted assets for each $100 of liability. 
The company has already passed the 
$6,000,000 mark in written business since 
organization, and has written over $800,- 
000 since Jan. 1. 


Central Life, Louisville—It has de- 
cided to remove its home offices to Shelby- 
ville, Ky. The decision was made after 
a conference with the business men’s as- 
sociation of Shelbyville, and a tentative 
agreement has been reached whereby the 
company is to be exempted from _ local 
taxation for a considerable period. W. H. 
Gregory is president of the company, 
which at present is operating only in 
Kentucky. The decision to move has 
been made by the officers and is now 
awaiting the approval of the directors 
and stockholders. |

Lincoln National Life—It paid for 
$1,057,000 of business during the quarter 
as compared with $525,000 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. Its net 
gain of insurance in force was $736,000 
as compared with only $316,000 the cor- 
responding quarter of last year. At the 
present time it is experiencing a consid- 
erable slump, which it attributes to the 
fact that its best producers are located 
in the territory that suffered ereesy from 
the recent floods. Even though this con- 
dition did not exist it could hardly expect 
to keep up the same ratio of gain during 
the year that it experienced during the 
first quarter.

WORTH AMERICAN TO BUILD 


The North American of Canada has pur- 
chased a lot on Woodward avenue, in De- 
troit, for the purpose of erecting a branch 
office building of its own. he lot is 
forty feet by 1650 and is about a mile 
north of Cadillac square, in the new busi- 
ness district. It is planned to make the 
building a sort of home office for the 
United States business of the company. 

Plans are none prepared for a three- 
story building with a front of stone, to 
cost about $50,000.

BEN HUR FRATERNAL SUED 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 16—(Special)— 
Six hundred and eighty members of the 
Tribe of Ben Hur, living in sixteen states, 
but mostly in Ohio and Kentucky, have 
filed suit in the federal court of this city 
against the Supreme Tribe at Crawfords- 
ville, Indiana, seeking an accounting for 
the expenditures from the class A mortu- 
ary fund and emergency fund, and an in- 
junction against expenditures from those 
funds in the future except as necessary 
to pay death claims. 

In 1908 the class designated as class 
B was established, the rate of periodical 
payments being different from that of 
class A. The complaint alleges that mem- 
bers of the executive committee have 
adopted a resolution that a certain sum 
of money be transferred from the emer- 
gency fund of class A to the mortuary 
und of class B, for each member who 
transfers from one class to another. 

It is alleged that such transfer of fund 
is contrary to the laws of the order. The 
emergency fund of class A totals about 
$1,200,000. It is also char that the 
Supreme Tribe has been taking 5 percent 
of the periodical payments of members 
of class A and Lpee | it for general ex- 

enses. It is alleg that the Supreme 


ribe has no right under its laws and 
charter to take any of class A’s mortuary 





funds for such purposes. The complaint 
charges that money is taken from both 
classes A and B and put into the gen- 
eral expense fund. It is petitioned that 
without reference to the proportion of 
expenses, each class should bear the cost 
of the accounting of all money taken from 
funds of class A, except that paid out 
on death claims. 

Most plaintiffs are members of the Ken- 
tucky and Ohio joint rate committee, 
which has been fighting the present mode 
under which the fraternal insurance fea- 
tures of the order are conducted. George 
Balme, first plaintiff named in the suit, 
lives at Covington, Ky., and is chairman 
of the Kentucky and Ohio joint rate com- 
mittee. The complaint asks that the re- 
lief sought be extended to all the seventy 
thousand members of class A. 





ABBOTT HUNTING APPS. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 16—(Special)— 
O. M. Abbott, who for several years has 
been connected with the Insurance Field of 
Louisville, Ky., has gone into the life 
insurance business here, taking an agency 
of the Massachusetts Mutual. 





The Michigan supreme court has ruled, 
in a case brought against the Ladies of 
the Modern Maccabees, that a continuance 
of premiums on a policy held by an ex- 
pelled or resigned member, though ac- 
cepted and receipted for, does not prevent 
the lapse of the policy. 

The insured was suspended for nonpay- 
ment of dues in the order. The bene- 
ficiary, her son, sued for the face of the 
policy and got a verdict in the lower 
courts. The supreme court reversed the 
case, holding that the premiums were not 
pa A paid up because of the nonpayment 
of dues. 





PAY IOWA SECURITY COMMISSION 

Clarence Morgan Atherton, president 
of the Western Life Insurance Company, 
which removed recently from Council 
Bluffs to Des Moines, was exonerated of 
the charge of contempt following his 
arrest in Des Moines.

MOVE FOR ASSOCIATION 


PLAN OF ACCIDENT PEOPLE 





Proposition on Foot to Have Organ- 
ization of Company Officers and 
Department Managers 





A movement has been started by 
some of the accident company officials 
and managers in Chicago to organize 
an association along educational lines. 
It is not the purpose of the associa- 
tion to adopt rules and practices to 
govern the business nor to legislate for 
the conduct of accident underwriting, 
but rather to form a national associa- 
tion for mutual acquaintance and to 
act as a clearing house for ideas and 
information. The plan is not to make 
it a company organization but one 
composed of individuals connected 
with companies, whether officials or de- 
partment managers. The dues are to 
be put at a moderate amount and each 
man will be required to pay his annual 
fee and will not be assessed on the 
company. 

Meed of an Organization 

Those who are interested in the 
cause state that there is no organiza- 
tion now where officials and managers 
of accident and health companies are 
gathered together in a way that in- 
cludes all the features of this class of 
underwriting. The old Internationa! 
Association of Accident Underwriters 
was devoted to the commercial class; 
the Detroit Conference includes com- 
panies writing industrial business; the 
present International Association of 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters has an 
accident section, but its work is largely 
with the other casualty lines. 

The advocates of the new movement 
feel that it is time that an organiza- 
tion was established patterned after the 
old International association but 
broadening its scope so that those en- 
gaged in accident and health under- 
writing in its commercial, industrial, 
factory franchise or railroad business, 
may be gathered together, become ac- 
quainted and impart and receive use- 
ful information. 

Plan for the Meeting 

It is likely that a number of those 
interested will meet at lunch in Chi- 
cago the latter part of the week to 
arrange for a general meeting to be 
held in Chicago May 10 at the LaSalle 
Hotel. The call will be issued by some 
twenty-five home office accident com- 
pany people. 

Already a number of companies have 
been sounded and there has been no 
negative voice. There are a large num- 
ber of companies that do not belong 
to the Detroit Conference and believe 
that it is possible to have an organiza- 
tion that will not be burdensome as to 
dues or requirements. Many of the 
smaller companies feel the need of 
getting in touch with their associates 
and learning what they can. They say 
that there is a community of interest 
among the companies writing accident 
and health business that should be 
Several of the life com- 
panies have started to write accident 
insurance and are not identified with 
the other organizations. While the 
movement will start in the west and 
include northern sections of the south- 
ern states, it is likely to grow and 
cover a much wider territory.

REDUCES PUNITORY DAMAGES 


Milwaukee Judge Holds Jury May 
Have Been Misled When It 
“Soaked” Aetna Life 








In a decision recently handed down 
by Judge Fritz in the Milwaukee 
county circuit court, the punitory dam- 
ages of $5,000, which were awarded to 
Frank E. Johnson against the Aetna 
Life by a jury when the case was tried 
a few months ago, were placed at 
$1,000, being a reduction of $4,000. The 
case has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention, as it is said to be the first of 
its kind in Wisconsin. 

Johnson, who was an employe of the 
Simmons Manufacturing Company of 
Kenosha, Wis., lost the sight of an eye. 
The Aetna Life carried the liability risk 
for the Kenosha concern, but the com- 
pany’s terms of settlement were refused 
by Johnson, who claimed that the insur- 
ance company then influenced his em- 
ployers to discharge him. He instituted 
suit and the jury in the circuit court al- 
lowed him $294 for loss of time and $5,000 
as a penalty against the insurance com- 
pany. 

In handing down his decision, Judge 
Fritz ruled that it was proper the de- 
fendant insurance company should be held 
liable for punitory damages. He thought 
the jury may have been misled in view 
of the wealth of the defendant and so 
awarded excessive punitory damages. 
Should Johnson consent to remit the sum 
of $4,000 he will be entitled to judgment 
for $1,294 with interest from the time the 
verdict was filed, together with the costs 
and disbursements of the action. 





Quint Leaves National Surety 

A. U. Quint has resigned as manager 
of the burglary department of the Na- 
tional Surety, effective April 10. Late 
last week President Joyce had not de- 
cided how the vacancv would be filled. 

Before going with the National 
Surety Mr. Quint was associate man- 
ager of the Chicago branch office of 
the American Bonding in charge of its 
burglary department. He is probably 
the oldest burglary underwriter in the 
United States, as he was organizing a 
mutual at Des Moines to write bank 
burglary when the Fidelity & Casualty 
entered the business in 1892. 





ST. LOUIS OFFICIAL BONDS 

The Equitable Surety and the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty captured all 
the bonds of the new St. uis city offi- 
cials except that of Charles E. Mohrstadt, 
city marshal, for $10,000, which was ex- 
ecuted by the American Fidelity. 

The Equitable executed three bonds of 
Edmond Koeln, collector of the revenue, 
for $200,000, $200,000 and $300,000 re- 
spectively, making a total coverage of 
$70v,000; that of James Y. Player, comp- 
troller, in $300,000; that of Jeremiah Shee- 








han, auditor, in $100,000, and that of 
Martin R. H. Witter, register, in $25,000. 
The total coverage was $1,125,000. 

The bonds written by the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty were those of Henry 
C. Menne, city treasurer, in $500,000, the 
largest single bond; Menne, as ex-officio 
treasurer of the firemen’s pension fund, in 
$100,000; Frank W. Schramm, president 
of the board of assessors, in $25,000, and 
James W. Griffin, inspector of weights 
and measures, in $5,000. The total cover- 
age was $630,000. 





WARNER JOINS THE TRAVELERS 


W. S. Warner has resigned as superin- 
tendent of agencies of the Missouri Fi- 
delity & Casualty to become connected 
with the Travelers. He was formerly as- 
sistant resident manager of the Fidelity 
& Casualty at Louisville and went with 
the Missouri company in January. The 
Travelers had wanted him for some time 
and made him an offer that President 
Taylor of the Missouri Fidelity & Cas- 
ualty felt a young company was not 
justified in meeting. 


HENRY D. KING RESIGNS 


Henry D. ~~ assistant secretary of 
the American Surety in charge of its 
Brooklyn branch office, has resigned. No 
date has been fixed when the resigna- 
tion will become effective. Mr. King is 
one of the best known men in the surety 
business. He was formerly vice-president 
of the National Surety. Since going with 
the American some two years ago he has 
done much work at fraternal and other 
insurance conventions along the line of 
securing the fidelity schedules of so- 
cieties and companies covering their 
agents, collectors and others. 





NEWS OF COMPENSATION 
SENATE AMENDS IOWA BILL 


Roosevelt _Declares for Murtaugh- 
Jackson “State Insurance” Meas- 
ure Now Up in New York 





Des Moines, April 14—(Special)— 
The Clarkson’s workmen’s compensa- 
tion bill was amended in many im- 
portant particulars before it was passed 
by the Iowa senate by a vote of 33 to 
15. The most important amendment 
was the elimination of the provision 
for compulsory insurance in a state 
mutual and substitution therefor of 
provision that employers must insure 
in accredited insurance companies or 
through an insurance fund provided a 
number acting together, or they may 
put up securities with the insurance 
commissioner and industrial commis- 
sion in an amount equal to their lia- 
bility. Other changes included strik- 
ing out the clause making the claim of 
an employe first lien upon the em- 
ployer’s property; striking out the 
clause providing not to exceed $50 for 
attorney fees; reducing the commis- 
sion from three men to one commis- 
sioner; cutting the appropriation from 
$40,000 per year to $10,000; making a 
subcontractor responsible for the men 
under him. The bill was passed in the 


senate after a debate that lasted fully 


a week. 

Whether the bill will pass the house 
is a matter of doubt. The legislature 
adjourns Thursday. In the house it is 
said there is a sentiment against any 
measure that adds to the commissions, 
officials or clerks on the payroll of the 
state and opponents of the bill are de- 
pending upon this sentiment to defeat 
the measure before the session ends. 


BRoosevelt’s Position 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has writ- 
ten a letter concerning workmen’s com- 
pensation legislation in New York in 
which he says: 

“I most cordially favor the principles 
of the Murtaugh-Jackson bill. I hope all 
Progressives will line up squarely behind 
it. The representatives of the working- 
men, in dealing at Albany with this 
measure, have shown a broad minded 
desire to do the right thing by employ- 
ers as well as by themselves. I trust 
that the Progressive party will stand as 
a unit behind them and back the meas- 
ure. 

The Murtaugh-Jackson bill, as it stands 
now, provides for compensation for 
“hazardous” employments, defined in such 
a way as to leave many in doubt. It 
provides for insurance of the risk in 
the state fund, like the Ohio law, but 
does provide for self-insurance or in- 
surance in mutuals. There is now no 
provision for the organization of mutuals 
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in New York and the bill contains no 
such provision. The employer who ac- 
cepts the compensation provisions is not 
entirely relieved of common law liability, 
nor is he permitted to insure this liabil- 
ity. If he declines to accept the compen- 
sation provisions he is not permitted to 
insure his liability unless he enters into 
a contract to pay compensation. The 
scale of compensation is so high as to 
deter employers from coming under the 
act. The commission is given arbitrary 
powers and the employer cannot appeal 
from its awards to the courts. The de- 
sign of the bill is to put the stock casualty 
companies out of business in New York 
and, apparently, to prevent employers 
from accepting the compensation provi- 
sions and thus be obliged to defend 
actions without the usual defenses. This 
bill and the senate bill will be consid- 
ered together on final passage this week. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 

Senate bill 819 introduced in Tennessee 
by Senator Hubert Fisher follows to a 
eonsiderable extent the lines of the New 
Jersey law. The bill is elective, with 
presumption of acceptance of its terms 
unless the employer positively elects 
otherwise, loss of main defenses by em- 
ployers who elect not to pay compensa- 
tion, insurance of the compensation risk, 
and a “waiting period“ of fourteen days. 

Labor leaders in New York have pro- 
tested to the governor against the action 
of the insurance department in paying 
expenses of members of accident boards 
from other states who were invited to 
tell the New York assembly how their 
various compensation laws were working. 
These men did not make speeches in fa- 
vor of state insurance, which the or- 
ganized labor men want. 

The Nebraska senate last week passed 
an elective workmen’s compensation bill, 
drafted by a subcommittee of that body, 
and also a companion bill to provide for 
the organization of compensation mu- 


tuals. 
New England Measures 

Various compensation measures in Con- 
necticut have been referred to the judici- 
ary and labor committees jointly and 
have been consolidated into one measure 
which will shortly be reported. It is 
understood the measure will be optional 
in form, will provide for compensation 
on the basis of 50 percent of wages with 
cost to be borne by the employers ex- 
clusively, will provide for insurance of 
the risk in stock or mutual companies or 
the carrying of the employer’s own risk 
on proper showing of ability to pay com- 
pensation and will be administered by 
five commissioners one to be appointed 
from each congressional district. 

A resolution has been introduced in 
the Rhode Island legislature for submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment simi- 
lar to the one adopted in Ohio last year, 
under which a compulsory compensation 
law on the state plan could be enacted. 

Vermont has adopted a constitutional 
amendment to permit the enactment of a 
compulsory workmen’s compensation law. 
Such a measure is not likely to be enacted 
for a year or two yet, however. 

The Maine legislature adjourned last 
Saturday night. The workmen’s com- 
pensation bill failed despite efforts to re- 
vive it at the last moment. An act to 
permit the organization of companies to 
write compensation insurance had pre- 
viously been adopted and approved. 





Complain of Slow Business 


Several Chicago surety agencies are 
complaining about the slackness in the 
contract bond business. It is difficult 
to find one who can give any reason- 
able explanation of this condition. 
Some ascribe it largely to the habit 
into which many Chicago architects 
have fallen of waiving bonds when the 
contractor is known to be strong finan- 
cially. 


AMERICAN SURETY PROMOTIONS 


Richard Deming, vice-president of the 
American yg in charge of the home 
office agency, has been transferred to 
executive work, but will still have gen- 
eral supervision of the offices in the 
metropolitan district. Assistant Secre- 
tary William M. Tomlins, Jr., has been 
promoted to the managership of the home 
Office agency. Edward Poole has been 
made acting manager of the Brooklyn 
Office, succeeding Assistant Secretary 
Henry D. King, resigned. 


ILLINOIS SURETY ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of stockholders of 
the Illinois Surety was held Monday and 
the old board of directors was reelected. 
The directors reelected the old officers.

CHARGES VIOLATION OF LAW 
Hoosier Casualty Files Accusation 


Against Philadelphia Life for Al- 
leged Rebating in Indiana 








The Hoosier Casualty of Indianapo- 
lis has filed with the Indiana insurance 
department complaint against the Phil- 
adelphia Life, charging it with viola- 
tion of the antirebate law of the state. 
The Hoosier Casualty states that since 
January 1 the Philadelphia Life has 
had an agent switching Hoosier busi- 
ness. It is alleged that at Anderson 
he twisted about 250 policies before the 
Hoosier discovered what was going on, 
and that at Richmond about seventy- 
five were twisted. It is stated also 
that these policyholders were put in 
immediate benefit for sickness, al- 
though this is not done with those who 
apply regularly to the company and 
pay a policy fee. The Hoosier 
charges, however, that the specific vio- 
lation of the law consisted in selling 
to some of these policyholders at $1 a 
month policies on the back of which 
it is specified that a reserve of $1.50 is 
placed to the credit of the policy- 
holder. Two of these policies have 
been filed with the state auditor. 

The Hoosier Casualty also has been 
collecting evidence against Dan D. 
Parry, of Anderson, the agent of the 
Philadelphia Life. He formerly was 
agent of the Hoosier Casualty, which 
charges that he collected on its pol- 
icies, gave ordinary receipts instead of 
the company’s own form of receipt and 
failed to account for the money thus 
collected. The company is now col- 
lecting these receipts for the purpose 
of placing them in the hands of the 
state auditor as evidence. The law of 
Indiana provides for the punishment 
of an insurance agent who collects 
premiums and fails to pay them over to 
the company. 





Niemeyer with Aetna A. & L. 

H. W. L. Niemeyer, who has been 
special agent of the American Surety 
in Wisconsin, has been appointed man- 
ager of the fidelity and surety depart- 
ment of the Aetna Accident & Liability 
in the Milwaukee branch office.

SUIT FOR ACCOUNTING 

Word comes to Indianapolis from Ta- 
coma, Woah, that in a suit for account- 
ing of the Empire Life of Seattle, it is 
alleged that the company on Jan: 1 was 
a going concern with $900,000 assets, that 
the president of the Columbus Securities 
Company arranged with officers of the 
Empire Life to exchange its stock for 
stock of the securities company on a 
basis of 14 percent annual income, that 
80 percent of the stock was exchanged 
and that the Empire risks were reinsured 
in — Anchor Life of Indianapolis and 
the American Casualty Company of Ta- 
coma. 

The Aetna Trust Company of Indian- 
apolis, which owns the controlling inter- 
est in the Anchor Life, says the Anchor 
Life had agreed to reinsure the risks 
of the Empire Life, but that the contract 
Was never carried out and that the 
Anchor has no connection with the Colum- 
bus Securities or Empire companies. 

The reinsurance in the Anchor was can- 
celed by Commissioner Fishback of Wash- 
ington. Some of the assets, it is alleged, 
have been removed from the state o 
Washington, and others, it is alleged, 





have been hypothecated by the Columbus 
Securities. 

The suit at Indipanpelte by Christopher 
Hearn, a stockholder the Columbus Se- 
curities Company, on Samuel Cy nn 
for a receiver and a judgment of $125,000, 
has been ry apparently because 
the plaintiff has decided he had no case 
against Quinn, who sold stock of the Se- 
curities company. Quinn’s attorneys say 
they were anxious to have the case 
pressed. 








Pass Compensation Bill 
Des Moines, Ia. Apr. 16—(Special) 
—The Iowa House Wednesday after- 
noon passed the Clarkson workmen’s 
compensation bill by a vote of 80 to 
11. The measure was amended to re- 
quire an appropriation of $20,000 in- 
stead of $10,000, but otherwise was not 
changed from the measure as it passed 
the senate. x 
The bill to establish a separate in- 
surance department was killed. 


Business Renewing Well 

Liability men in Chicago report that 
they are having less difficulty in re- 
newing compensation risks than they 
had expected. At this time last year, 
just previous to the going into effect 
of the compensation law, many em- 
ployers in the state feared what the 
law might do to them and almost 
rushed to get insurance. As a 
large number of these had never car- 
ried liability insurance it was thought 
that after their fears had had a year 
to subside they might be inclined to 
drop their insurance. As a rule they 
are renewing very well and numbers 
of new yer Begs Ba are being se- 
cured constantly. A considerable num- 
ber of these are farmers.

he thought there ought to be 400 or 
500 local boards affiliated. 

President Southgate was the star of 
the evening. He made a distinct hit 
with the incinnati men. It is a no- 
ticeable fact that in these days most 
presidents of the various national in- 
surance associations of various kinds 
are preachers and their addresses are 
more in the nature of sermons than or- 
dinary speeches. Mr. Southgate was 
no exception. Nature endowed him 
with a power for oratory and he uses 
it to good purpose. His plea was for 
a larger organization and the applica- 
tion of prevailing social ideas to the 
local agency business. 





Urges Larger Vision 

Speaking of the inefficiency of many 
agents he told of one who was so ignor- 
ant that when he went into the business 
and wrote his first poltey he copied the 
entire policy into his licy record, An- 
other in answering the question as to 
what kind of fire protection a certain risk 
was equipped with answered, “It some- 
times rains.” He asked the agents to 
get the larger vision of the $250,000,000 
fire waste of the country and to realize 
the importance of their calling. He said 
the day has gone by when the companies 
which say, “Send us the premiums, we 
will take care of the losses,” are in line 
with up-to-date underwriting sentiment. 
He deplored the fact that an agent newly 
entering the insurance business, without 
preparation or education, receives exactly 
the same compensation as the man who 
has devoted a lifetime to it. He referred 
to the exhortations of some leader in 
business life who, in addressing some 
young men, said: “Do something well; 
if not, you will be—an insurance agent.’ 

Must Be Stated Nationally 

Referring to the questions confronting 
agents from time to time in dealing with 
the companies he said that their positions 
and attitude must be stated “nationally,” 
that is, through the National association, 
because the companies themselves are 
national. 

Mr. Southgate’s hobby is a weekly paper 
published by the association instead of 
the present bulletin, which he says “tags 
around” once a month. He made an ap- 
peal to the agents to rally to the support 
of the National association and help to 
establish a weekly paper. Mr. Southgate 
has a think or two coming on this propo- 
sition if he thinks he can establish a 
regular weekly newspaper and maintain 
it successfully. 





FLOODS INTERFERE IN INDIANA 


Attendance Beduced, but Enthusiasm of 
Agents Runs High

‘Will Make Its Own Rates 


The North British & Mercantile has no- 
tified the Missouri department that it shall 
withdraw all its Hess rates and hereafter 
will make its own rates. It is stated 
however, that the North British is lined 
up with the other companies although the 
dnsurance commissioner is endeavoring 
to make it out otherwise.

Try to Fix the Papers 

The state officials, after the Philadel- 

hia action, endeavored to swing the 
fewepapers of the state allied with the 
ruling party to favor the administration 
and condemn the insurance interests. 
Some are doing this. Local agents in a 
number of cities are writing articles and 
being interviewed on the situation and 
considerable virility in their state- 


men 

Legislators are already being impor- 
tuned’ to use their influence to have an 
extra session of legislature called 
and some have exp themselves as 
favorable and have so written Governor 
Major. It is said that the legislature 
made appropriation larger than the funds 
in sight for state expenses, expecting 
to maulet corporations for se hou- 
sands of dollars for violating the anti- 
trust law. 

Many of the companies are preparing 
their letters to agents announcing their 
intention to suspend and giving reasons. 
They propose to send these out several 
days ahead of the last day of the month. 

Take with Grain of Salt 

The statement of Attorney-General 
Barker of Missouri that twenty-five inde- 
pendent fire companies had ogy to 
remain in the state whether 
tired or not is being taken with a grain 
of salt. Of course the remaining com- 
panies might get good volumes of busi- 
ness at higher rates than have been pai 
in the past, but it is doubtful if twenty- 
five companies would care to place them- 
selves in the position that Such action 
puts them. agents outside of the 
state would feel that the remaining com- 
panies were subjecting themselves to a 
very severe conflagration hazard in both 
St. Louis and Kansas City. There are too 
many companies that are safe and sane 
for ents to take c ces on those that 
gamble. After the San Francisco and 
Baltimore fires local agents had about 
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all they wanted of paying return pre- 
miums out of their own pockets. It is a 
question whether twenty-five companies 
would us endanger their relations 
throughout the coun for any temporary 
advantage in a single state, especially 
when that state is Missouri. 
Try to Reassure the Public 


Governor Major, Attorney-General Bar- 
ker and Superintendent Revelle have been 
trying to reassure the people of the state 
by saying that all that is required of 
the companies by the antitrust act is a 
return to the competitive conditions ex- 
isting before the passage of the Oliver 
antitrust law. They are either insincere 
or they have not read the law. Neither 
the eoverace nor the superintendent has 
anything to do with the enforcement of 
the law, and the attorney-gene can 
speak only for himself. There are 115 
counties in the state, in any of which 
injunction proceedings or an indictment 
may be brought by a notoriety seeking 
prosecuting attorney not under the con- 
trol of the state officials. The prosecut- 
ing attorneys may also bring proceedings 
under the forfeiture section of the act, 
and it is a question if such proceedings 
may not be brought by any citizen. The 
companies are also liable to suit by any 
citizen who may feel himself aggrieved 
by alleged violations of the act, and the 
provision for costs and attorney's fees 
holds out a temptation to shyster law- 
yers to stir up such suits. 

Governor Major’s Threat 

Governor Major has also issued a threat 
that companies that withdraw will be 
barred from the state during his term of 
office. He has given out an interview in 
which he says: 

“There will be no trouble if the com- 
panies will write business as heretofore 
at reasonable rates and not combine. If 
any company quits this state because of 
the Orr law they will not be licensed to 
do business again in this state during 
my administration. 

“There is plenty of capital in Missouri 
take care of the insurance business 
for the people and there is no cause for 
alarm over the reports that some com- 
panies say they will leave the state.” 

The governor, in aking of Missouri 
capital taking care of the insurance busi- 
ness, evidently overlooks the fact that, 
because of the forfeiture penalty in sec- 
tion 10804, Missouri companies are in 
greater peril under the law than are out- 
side companies. 


Interinsurance Business Ended 


An effect of the antitrust law not gen- 
erally noted is the necessary termination 
of interinsurance operations in the state. 
When the companies withdraw, there will 
be no relief for the property owners in 
interinsurance exc ges. en word of 
the decision of the companies to with- 
draw reached Jefferson City, Superin- 
tendent Revelle gave out a statement 
that policyholders could form reciprocal 
exchanges, and that he would license such 
exchanges. This was an evidence that 
he had not read the act, because by its 
terms it absolutely brings to an end the 
operations cf such exchanges in the state. 

he Orr measure not only forbids agree- 
ments to maintain or increase rates, but 
also all agreements even to “fix” rates. 
By the very nature of the interinsurance 
plan, every member of an exchange en- 
ters into an agreement as to the rate on 
each risk. The law applies to persons, 
and only by definition is it extended to 
corporations. It has always been the 
contention of the interinsurance inter- 
ests that their undertakings were indi- 
vidual, and it is on this plea that they 
have escaped regulation in many states. 


Reinsurance Under Ban? 


There is some question whether even 
reinsurance is not prohibited under the. 
Orr act, at least by treaty. Section 10,301 
forbids all agreements designed to lessen, 
or which tend to lessen, full and free 
competition. In a hostile court this could 
easily be construed to cover treaty rein- 
surance, 


Summary of Drastic Provisions 


A summary of the more drastic sections 
of the antitrust law, as they affect the 
insurance business, is as follows: 

. l and trust agreements 
defined.—Any person who shall create, en- 
ter into, become a member of or partici- 
pate in any pool. trust, agreement, com- 
bination, confederation, or understanding 
with any other person or persons to regu- 
late, control or fix * * the price or

There is some little talk among agents 
relative to the possibility of or anizing 
interinsurance concerns, recipr under- 
writers and even mutual companies, for 
the taking care of local agents’ business. 
None of these plans, however, look as if 
they might be successfully worked out, 
for it would be necessary to have rein- 
surance arrangements with solvent stock 
companies in order to carry any appre- 
ciable line, and it is hardly likely that 
this could be done. 


Criticise the Attorney-General 

The agen generally, think that the 
attitude of Attorney-General Barker, in 
announcing some days ago that within 
ten days he wonld bring proceedings 
against the companies for violation of the 
antitrust law, unless they restored com- 
petitive conditions and rates as existing 
prior to April, 1911, when the Oliver bill 
became a law, has had more to do with 
the decision of the compavies to suspend 
than any other one recerc happening. 

vernor Major is quoted as saying 
that in case any fire insurance company 
suspends operations on account of the 
Oliver law, he will see to it that it is 
not again admitted to do business in Mis- 
souri —s the term of his office. This 
statement is hardly taken seriously by 
the agents, who do not consider that pub- 
lic sentiment would allow the governor 
to maintain this position. 
Newspapers Full of It 

There has been a great deal published 
in the newspapers of St. Louis in the 
last three or four days relative to the 
insurance situation. The majority of 
these articles are contrary to the insur- 
ance companies’ side of the argument, 
and from their statements they would 
have the public believe that the compa- 
nies’ declaration of intention to suspend is 
merely bluff and in the nature of a threat. 
One daily paper, however, the Republic, 
has taken the pains to go into the mat- 
ter thoroughly, and it counsels the imme- 
diate repeal of the Orr law, and depicts 
in no uncertain way the chaotic state of 
affairs that would result in case of the 
suspension of the companies. 

The executive committee of the St. 
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Louis Fire Insurance Association met last 
Saturday, but beyond giving out the state- 
ment that a committee on the situation 
had been appointed to report to the asso- 
ciation this week, no knowledge is had 
of any action taken. However, it is very 
likely that Pte | was done, other than 
to talk the gene situation over, for lit- 
tle else could be done at this time. 
Plan of the Agents 

The local agents indicate that they will 
probably act in concert as far as that is 
possible, but that after the companies 
have actually ceased to do business then 
each agency will have to take care of its 
business individually and in a way it 
seems best for it to be handled. In other 
words, the situation will then become one 
for individual action rather than for any 
cooperative movement. 

It is thought that when the stock com- 
panies cease writing business it will mean 
that the reciprocal underwriters and in- 
terinsurance concerns, of which there are 
quite a number in this state, will be given 
a@ very great deal of business. It is also 
freely predicted that the sprinklered busi- 
ness of the city will be taken care of, 
with little or no trouble, by the New 
England mutuals. This would be a sad 
blow to the local agents, as up to the 
present time the mutuals have had very 
little of this business. The sprinklered 
business in St. Louis is of considerable 
magnitude, and the quality is better per- 
haps than that in any other western city. 

American Central’s Attitude 

Much interest is shown in the possible 
attitude of the American Central of St. 
Louis, This company was not _ repre- 
sented at the Philadelphia meeting, and 
has made no statement as to what it pro- 
poses to do. It would seem that it can 
do nothing, except to make no statement 
at this time of its intentions, but to let 
matters rest as they are for the present. 
It would certainly be impossible for it 
to suspend operations, for if it did so that 
would be taking great chances of having 
its charter revoked, which, of course, 
would mean the loss of the company’s 
business, not only in Missouri but in 
the United States generally. That it will 
intentionally take no unfair advantage of 
its associates is certain, for its manage- 
ment for years has stood for the uphold- 
ing of the principles of the business. 

Hope for Repeal of Law 

The general sentiment indicates that 
it is very likely that the legislature will 
be called.in extra session, and the Orr bill 
repealed, and that this can all be brought 
about within sixty days from May 1, or 
perhaps in less time than that. If this 
is done, following the suspension of the 
companies, it will mean the closing of 
many agencies over the state, and it is 
thought that the reorganizing of the 
agency plants will be effected in such a 
way as to eliminate many of the objec- 
tionable features, and will make possible 
new commission arrangements and cutting 
off of many agents that the companies 
will be glad to get rid of. So that after 
all there is a bright side to the situation, 
as well as a dark one. 

Hess Ceased Operations 

Chairman H. M. Hess, of the Missouri 
Actuarial Bureau, discontinued the work 
of his office March 29, but he will prob- 
ably be at his desk for some two weeks, 
engaged in closing up the affairs of the 
bureau. All the ongnres have been re- 
leased and many of them have already 
secured other positions. Mr. Hess will 
make an effort to secure positions for as 
many of the employes as possible. 

The suspension of the companies will, 
of course, mean the discontinuing of the 
salvage corps service, as well as the St. 
Louis Fire Prevention Bureau. The 
expense of both of these is defrayed by 
the insurance companies, the salvage 
corps costing about $50,000 a year to 
maintain, and the fire prevention bureau 
about $45,000. There are thirty men in 
the salvage corps and three houses. The 
fire prevention bureau has about twenty 
employes. 

Many Improvements Made 

Mr. Hess states that since Dec. 9, when 
the schedules were filed under the Oliver 
law, these rates have been uniformly ob- 
served, not only in St. Louis, but through 
the state generally, and that they were 
meeting with favor, from the agents and 
the policyholders. Since they have been 
in use the bureau has issued 7,500 re- 
ratings, which were made upon applica- 
tion of the property owners, for the rea- 
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son that improvements had been made 
subsequent to the issuance of the rate. 
Practically in every one of these in- 
stances the rate was reduced to accord 
with the improvements made. This of 
itself would seem to show that the public 
generally, if given a chance to decide 
upon the equity and usefulness of the 
schedules as filed, would be in favor’ of 
the system, and that it considers that it 
would be benefited by it. 


AGENTS READY FOR WAR 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 
unreasonable regulation is a tax on the 
people themselves. The way to reduce 
the cost of fire insurance is to make 
carelessness about fires a misdemeanor 
and arson a crime in fact as well as in 
theory. Present conditions rob the 
companies, the agents and the people. 
Some good work has been done by the 
state fire marshal department in con- 
victing firebugs, but better work has 
been done in arousing the state’s attor- 
neys and the sheriffs to action. Mr. 
Lucey said it was in the hands of the 
local agents to cure the ills that affect 
the business, that by loyalty to their 
trust and ability in their profession 
they can eliminate the arson trusts. 
State Fire Marshal Talks 

At the open session of the conven- 
tion in the afternoon Acting State Fire 
Marshal Morgaridge spoke on the work 
and accomplishments of his depart- 
ment. He touched upon the history of 
fire and told of the organization of the 
Illinois fire marshal department. He 
paid high compliment to the insurance 
men for the assistance they had ren- 
dered and spoke especially cordially on 
the town inspections made by the IIli- 
nois State Fire. Prevention Association. 
Of most interest, however, was his 
comment on the attacks that have been 
made officially on the business for its 
alleged connection with arson. He 
strenuously defended the companies 
against the accusation made by the 
Chicago grand jury which has been 
investigating the arson trust. On this 
point he said: 

Attacks “Arson Report” 

“I presume most of you have read _ the 
reports made by the grand jury of Cook 
County when it returned indictments 
against fifty odd firebugs in the city of 
Chicago a few weeks ago. I notice that 
in that report it censures the insurance 
companies somewhat and seems to hold 
that they are largely responsible for the 
great nuniber of cases of burning to de- 
fraud in Chicago and elsewhere in the 
state of Illinois. 

“This criticism, I believe, is unwar- 
ranted and I do not believe it is any 
more consistent to hold the insurance 
companies responsible for the crime of 
arson because they write insurance upon 
a man’s property than it is to hold the 
jewelers of Chicago responsible for the 
auto bandit robberies because they place 
on exhibition diamonds and other pre- 
cious stones in their show windows. 

Courts Are at Fault 

“It is also true fhat without insurance 
there would be no cases of burning to 
defraud, but I believe that a great num- 
ber of these arson cases in Chicago are 
due rather to the fact that convictions 
are more difficult to obtain there than 
in any other part of the state and this 
is especially true with regard to the 
crime of arson. 

“The insurance companies were instru- 
mental in having the fire marshal law 
first put upon the statute books and they 
are paying for all of the expenses of its 
operation; and we have never had a case 
brought to our attention where the in- 
surance companies or any one connected 
with them have tried to cover up the 
crime of arson, but they have always 
given us the heartiest cooperation and 
frequently, at a loss to themselves, have 
refrained from making any settlements 
in cases which we have reported to them 
were under investigation even though in 
many cases they have been offered ridicu- 
lously cheap settlements. 

“Perversion of Truth” 

“TI have no doubt but what in the in- 
surance business, as in all others, there 
are some men who do not measure up to 
the high standard of honesty which is to 
be desired and I have no doubt fhat oc- 
casionally a local agent is too much in- 
fluenced by the amount of his premium 
and does not pay enough attention to the 
moral hazard of the risks, but to insinu- 
ate that these men are in league with the 
firebugs of the state is certainly a per- 
version of the truth. Insurance compa- 
nies have for years paid many claims 
which they knew were not honest and 
just claims, but they absolutely had no 
defense in court because the average jury 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
would always find against them. 
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easier to convict for the crime of arson 
now than it ever has been before in this 
state and I believe that with this change 
of sentiment the state fire marshal de- 
partment, will in the next few years, re- 
duce to a minimum the loss on these 
cases of burning to defraud.” 

Southgate Talks of Duty 
President Southgate, who was the 
guest of honor at the banquet, pleased all 
with his warm cordiality and mellow 
philosophy of life. Along the line of ad- 
vice he said that the local agents in the 
past have not educated the public as it 
was their privilege and duty to do. It 
is their province, he said, to thus help 
the companies in opposing destructive 
and pushing constructive legislation. It 
is a national proposition and “old glory” 
is always bigger than any state flag. It 
is not for one state to prescribe rates 
and impose restrictive regulation that is 
detrimental. The business of fire insur- 
ance is to liquidate the $250,000,000 an- 
nual fire loss and this cannot be done 
upon a sectional basis, every state must 
meet its share of the obligation. The 
business cannot be put on the same scien- 
tific basis that life insurance is but the 
companies, barring interference from 
states, are collecting the fire tax on a 
fair and equitable basis. In perpetuating 
this equalization of the fire tax the agents 
have a national duty that they can per- 
form through the National association. 

Two Missourl Messages 

Two Missourians told of the harm that 
was being done by misguided legislators 
and public officials of their state. W. A. 
Blodgett, vice-president of the American 
Central, took up the company side. He 
said there should be no wall between the 
company men and the agents and that 
they should join hand in hand in the 
war that is now on in Missouri, that his- 
toric battle ground which gained admit- 
tance to the union only by compromise, 
that began the civil war and that was 
divided against itself in the conflict. Now 
comes the battle over insurance and the 
people of the state, as of old, are divided. 
The fight can only be won if the effort is 
associated. The agents must work to- 
gether, they must have their state asso- 
ciation and national association, and 
those organizations must join hands with 
the associated companies. The present 
wholesome sentiment against cut rates is 
the result of association among agents 
and other good things will come from 
united efforts. 


Blasts Business Barnacles 


Lurton H. Stubbs of St. Joseph, Mo., 
local agent and entertainer par excel- 
lence, amused with his impersonations 
and satire. Sprinkled through it was the 
doctrine of cooperation and advice to 
raise the standards of the business. He 
asked that efforts be made to eliminate 
the side liners and inefficients, those men 
permanently outside of the associations, 
those men who will never read the in- 
surance journals, those barnacles and 
pests with which every business and pro- 
fession seems to be cursed to a more or 
less extent. Then he read an imaginary 
interview with a newly elected legislator, 
the conversation that ensued between a 
newspaper reporter and a successful can- 
didate, giving the lattet’s views on the 
subject of insurance regulation. It pro- 
trayed the type of men and the peculiar 
mental twists that are responsible for 
Orr bills and the like. 

Jolts State Insurance 

State insurance was handed several 
jolts by Joseph FE. Callender, general 
agent at Chicago of the Ocean Accident & 
Guarantee. He explained the difference 
between employers’ liability and work- 
men’s compensation insurance and then 
went into the matter of deferred claims. 
On this point he showed the inadequacy 
of interinsurance exchanges. He said 
that the regular stock companies did not 
fear the competition of those concerns, of 
mutuals, nor of states but they did look 
with apprehension on the plan followed 
by Washington and Ohio, which shut out 
the regular companies. In New Zealand 
he said the state has been in the insur- 
ance business for several years and is 
running a poor ninth. There are only 
eight companies operating there. The 
service that the companies give is much 
superior to that of the state and the cost 
in the long run will be less. The state 
insurance of Washington and Ohio is not 
state insurance in any way, shape or 
form, except by name. The state in both 
cases simply acts as a collecting and dis- 
bursing agency without guaranteeing a 
single thing. 

Banquet Enjoyable Event 

Among other speakers at the banquet 
were C. F. Hildreth of Freeport, president 
of the Illinois association who extended 
greetings; Henry H. Putnam, secretary 
of the National Association who told of 
the good work done by the organization 
in looking after the rights of not only 
individual agencies but of groups of 
agencies; and Frederick H. Steele of 
Peoria who said the “good night.” Jacob 
Wachenheimer of Peoria presided as 
toastmaster and was most happy in his 
exceptionally brief and witty introduc- 
tions. The banquet was attended by 
about 250. There were about seventy- 
five agents from out of the city, prac- 
tically all of the local agents of Peoria,

Organization Is Prospering 

President Hildreth presided at the ses- 
sions and spoke in his opening remarks 
of the progress of the organization and 
the work that lay before it. He said 
that if Illinois agents were ever con- 
fronted with problems like those that 
the Missouri agents now have the state 
association and its affiliation with the 
national body would be a tower of 
strength, Secretary J. A. Giberson of 
Alton reported that in spite of the in- 
crease in dues the association now had a 
larger membership than it did last fall. 
There were 215 that paid the increased 
fees against 33 that declined to. Five 
_ others were dropped for ineligibility, 
three companies having secured member- 
ship and two agents having been elimin- 
ated through mergers. Seventy-two new 
members have been secured putting the 
total at 287. District meetings conducted 
by Mr. Giberson at Springfield, Bast St. 
Louis and Decatur brought in 47 new 
members and the rest were secured in- 
dividually and through circulars. The 
raise in dues and increase in membership 
has made it possible for the organization 
to liquidate its debts and it now has 
$9.35 in the treasury. Books and records 
have been systematized and the treasurer 
now works under a bond as provided by 
the constitution. 

Reports of Committees 

Jacob Wachenheimer told of the exten- 
sion work as planned at the national con- 
vention last fall. J. B. Steck of Alton 
reported for the ecpanteaen committee, 
Henry Arnold of Galesburg for the griev- 
ance committee and Clarence 8. Pellet for 
the legislative committee. The latter told 
of the progress made on the drafting of 
an antirebate measure and discussed its 
provisions. It is to be so changed that 
it will fit in with the brokers’ license 
and qualifications bill that is being ad- 
vocated by the Chicago Brokerage Asso- 
ciation. The constitution and by-laws 
were amended and the months of Sep- 
tember and February set for regular 
meetings. Other changes were largely 
to fit the constitution and by-laws to the 
procedure of the organization. The place 
of the next meeting was left with the 
executive committee but it is expected 
that Quincy will be the gathering place. 

Pield Men Lend a Hand 

At the afternoon open session J. M. 
Larimore, representing the state board, 
and E .T. Tanner representing the field 
club spoke. Each advocated the extension 
of the local board movement and prom- 
ised the support of his respective or- 
ganization in all efforts in that direc- 
tion. Mr. Tanner said that the voluntary 
organization of such bodies usually 
brought about better results than when 
companias or their field men took a hand. 
However, the field club, he said, was 
ready always to do its share. Mr. Lari- 
more advocated strict constitutions and 
by-laws for boards and enforcement of 
all rules. 
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MOTOR INSURANCE NEWS 
PAYS FLOOD AND WIND LOSS 


Aetna Accident & Liability Combina- 
tion Contract Covers Miscel- 
laneous Hazards 





Wind, flood, fallen building, explo- 
sion, including flywheel, and genera 
water damage hazards to automobiles 
are covered by the combination fire 
and casualty contract issued by the 
Aetna Accident & Liability. That com- 
pany is the only one which will be 
compelled by its contract to pay losses 
as a result of the recent Omaha tor- 
nado, where a garage was demolished, 
and in the inundated cities of Ohio, 
where much damage was done by 
water. : 

The clauses granting such coverage 
read as follows: 


Against loss of use and of other conse- 

uential loss resulting from damage to or 
deatruction of said automobile including 
its operating equipment, provided such 
damage or destruction occurs within the 
period covered by this policy and is 
ay 5} htni 1 tornado, explosion 

ng, cyclone, ’ 

(including rupture of fly wheel but not 
of tires), collapse of buildings, or the 
accidental and external discharge or leak- 
age of water; : 

Provided further that all loss of use 
and/ or other consequentias loss incurred 
under this clause of the policy shall be 
liquidated in full by the suitable replace- 
ment of the parts destroyed and repair 
of the damage sustained and payment to 
the assured of a daily indemnity as pro- 
vided in condition N hereof while repair 
or replacement is being effected and the 
automobile is unfit for ordinary use the 
company reserving the right to replace 
and retain the damaged automobile and/ 
or its operating equipment) or, at the 
option of the company and in lieu of all 
other indemnity under this clause of the 
policy, by payment to the assured of the 
sum provided for total disability in con- 
dition N hereof, the company retaining 
the salvage if any. : 

This combination policy is being 1s- 
sued where state laws or departmental 
rulings do not prevent. It is prac- 
tically the same contract that will be 
issued jointly by the Aetna Accident 
& Liability and the Automobile Insur- 
ance Company of Hartford when the 
latter company’s organization is com- 
pleted. To make it possible to write 
this contract throughout the United 
States without legal objection the fire 
company was projected. 

The Aetna Life was one of the first 
companies in the automobile liability 
field and has consistently and actively 
sought liability, property damage and 
collision insurance on motor cars. Its 
running mate, the Aetna Accident & 
Liability, tossed a bomb into the auto- 
mobile insurance world about a year 
ago by issuing a contract that prac- 
tically gave fire, marine, theft, tor- 
nado, water damage, explosion and 
theft along with collision property 
damage and liability. 


CHARGE TO BE MADE 

The talk of making an extra charge to 
automobilists on personal accident insur- 
ance is taking more definite form. One 
large company has already issued a new 
policy that discriminates against drivers 
of cars, and another big company plans 
similar action. 





BLUE SKY MEASURES 

State Auditor J. M. Oathout and Deputy 
J. J. Beavers of Arkansas have gone to 
Kansas this week to study the operations 
of the blue sky law. The Arkansas legis- 
lature enacted the Kansas law at its re- 
cent session, designed to protect the pub- 
lic from the sale of stock in wild cat com- 
panies. 

The Ohio senate committee on insurance 
has reported back the Clark “blue sky” 
bill with recommendation for passage 
just as the measure passed the house, ex- 
cept that the provision relating to as- 
sessment bonds had been put back in the 
bil. The measure will probably pass the 
senate this week. 
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LOSSES OF VARIOUS CLASSES 


Insurance of Many Kinds Affected in 
'—Numerous Life and Dis- 
ability Claims 








Losses are commencing to come in 
to the various classes of companies on 
account of the Ohio floods. Perhaps 
the hardest hit, comparatively speak- 
ing, are the four livestock insurance 
companies which do a large b.isiness in 
the two states of Ohio and Indiana. 
The loss by damage to automobiles in 
the flooded cities is very large, but in 
most instances this will not be covered 
by insurance. Most of the loss of life 
falls upon the industrial life companies. 
The Metropolitan has three men in the 
flooded districts from the home office, 
one each at Columbus, Hamilton and 
Dayton. 

uperintendent Alfred Hill of the 
Prudential at Hamilton will probably 
report the largest number of death 
claims from any district of an indus- 
trial com any. He expects to have at 
least 50 claims. Mr. Hill has been with 
the company at Hamilton for over 
twenty years and has insured a major- 
ity of the men, women and children of 
the town. Dayton and Columbus will 
also return a large number of claims 
to the industrial life companies. The 
fraternal orders will probably suffer 
somewhat but so far as known none 
of the old line ordinary life companies 
has yet had a claim, though doubtless 
there will be a very few. 

The monthly payment accident 
health companies will come second to the 
industrial life companies and Possibly 
first in the number of their accident and 
health claims. At Dayton it is reported 
that a considerable number of the foreign 
population are lost but so far there are 
no definite returns. The Western & 
Southern Life has had quite a number of 
claims from the south part of Dayton 
but no information has yet been secured 
with regard to north Dayton, where it is 
believed there was a large loss of life. 

he company has so far had forty-two 
claims reported from Hamilton, about a 
dozen from Columbus, half a dozen from 
ae ba eSere menteered, probably 100 

b as received n - 
ever trom Indiana. 0 reports what 
amilton is one of the most heavil - 
sured cities in the country from the e 
dustrial standpoint. The Western & 
Southern has nearly as large a debit 
there as has the Prudential. The com- 
panies are prepared to give quick action 
in the settlement of claims, so that the 
money may be forthcoming at once. It 
will be several weeks before all the 
claims are reported. 

Just how far employers’ liability in- 
surance will be affected is not known. It 
is impossible at this early date to make 
a reasonable estimate of the total claims 
of insurance companies of all kinds by 
reason of the flood. 





IOWA BILL PASSES SENATE 


The senate of the Iowa legislature has 
passed the perennial bill providing for a 
separate state insurance department, 28 
to 15. The bill to that end was intro- 
duced by Senator Cowles, chairman of the 
insurance committee in the senate. The 
bill provides for an insurance commis- 
sioner to be appointed by the governor 
at a salary of $3,000 per year. his de- 
partment will be organized Jan. 1, 1915. 
Heretofore the insurance department has 
been in charge of the state auditor. Un- 
der the new bill the clerks employed for 
insurance work will be transferred to the 
proposed new department. Whether the 
bill will pass the house is problematical. 





BREEDING MADE MANAGER 


W. H. Breeding has been made Pacific 
Coast manager of the Aetna to succeed 
the late A. G. Sanderson. He was ap- 
pointed assistant manager the first of the 
year. He was formerly a Texas special 
and later represented the Germania on 
the coast. After the San Francisco fire 
he went into the field for the Aetna. E. 8S. 
Livingston, formerly superintendent of 
the Aetna’s marine department, has been 
made assistant Pacific Coast manager. 





CHANGES IN OHIO DEPARTMENT 

Representative Herman Fellinger’s bill, 
No. 622, which provides for a virtual reor- 
ganization of the Ohio deportes, passed 
the house last Saturday. It makes 
changes in the subordinate positions in 
the department, and also gives the super- 
intendent or his deputy power to summon 
witnesses in any inquiry, and to punish 
for nonattendance.

agents and the public considered that 
they were equitable and that the op- 
portunity offered to secure reductions 
by improvements of hazard was simpli- 
fied. Many of these improvements 
were made and rates reduced in accord- 
ance therewith. Most of the May 
business at the various agencies had 
been renewed and policies delivered 
to the assured prior to the question 
of withdrawal by the companies com- 
ing up. This was simply following 
the usual practice. In many of the 
offices policies that will expire from 
the fifteenth of May to the first of July 
are being rewritten and the existing 
policies cancelled on a short rate basis. 

Closes Bureau Office 

F. J. Fetter, Kansas City manager 
of the Missouri Acturial Bureau, closed 
his office some days ago and released 
all his employes. The discontinuance 
of this service is citicized by a num- 
ber of agents who consider the action 
unnecessary and unwise at this time. 
There is a strong feeling in the minds 
of some that in case this office is 
again opened there will be a disposi- 
tion on the part of those having the 
power in the matter to secure the 
services of some manager in place of 
Mr. Fetter. If this is done, it is said 
a vigorous objection will be made, as 
he has been satisfactory to the ma- 
jority of the local agents and the pub- 
lic generally. 

The fire insurance patrol which is sup- 
ported by the stock fire insurance com- 
panies, wil probaby continue for the 
present, at east it is said that there are 


sufficient funds now on hand to con- 
tinue the service for several months. 


Views of a Local Agent 


A leading agent, who has for years 
taken a prominent part in the politics of 
the state, advanced the theory that the

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the infliction of penalties therein outlined 
as it was that they thought if they re- 
mained it would mean they would have to 
accept business at rates materially less 
than those heretofore secured, and as 
these rates had failed to show a profit 
to the companies, there could be no pos- 
sible hope of successfully continuing in 
business. 
Does Not Fear County Attorneys 

It was pointed out to this agent that 
notwithstanding the fact that the state 
officers might agree with the insurance 
companies to withhold action under the 
law in case of continuance, at the same 
time the prosecuting attorneys in the 
several counties of the state might take 
it upon themselves to make the com- 
panies trouble. His answer was that he 
did not believe that any county official 
woud presume to go contrary to an agree- 
ment made by the state authorities. 

Contractor Curtails Operations 

The public generally is greatly con- 
cerned, as is evidence the statement 
of C. G. Smith, a prominent contractor 
of this city, who has built and sold many 
residences in the last five years. He is 
now finishing up the houses that he has 
started, vut will begin no others until 
he can be assured that he will be able to 
secure proper insurance protection. A 
leading loan agent and representative of 
a large eastern financial concern has 
procsioaty suspended the operations of 
is business and no new applications for 
loans are being considered. Those loans 
that are alr y under way will be com- 
pleted, but the prospective borrowers 
have been notified that the granting of 
their loan is predicated upon the securing 
of insurance on the buildings in accept- 
able companies. 

Reports of New Concerns 

There is the usual talk, of course, 
among certain classes of citizens of form- 
ing mutual and stock companies to take 
over the business. One report has it that 
there is already under way the promotion 
of a five-million dollar company, but no 
accurate information as to this could be 
ascertained. It was also said that a 
prominent local agency was organizing a 
stock noma to handle the business of 
its office, and that this will be. backed 
by reinsurance contracts with eastern 
companies. This agency was interviewed 
and the senior partner rather evaded the 
question, but admitted that there had 
been some talk along the lines indicated. 


Attitude of Interinsurers 


Kansas City is the greatest center in 
the country for reciprocal underwriters 
and interinsurance concerns. More prem- 
iums come to this city for this class of 
insurance than are received in all the 
balance of the United States. 

An interview was had with the mani- 
ger of a group of reciprocal insurers that 
are doing a large business, not only in 
Missouri, but generally throughout the 
country. He stated that these interests 
were doing all in their power to in- 
fluence the bringing about of an amicable 
adjustment of the differences between the 
state and the stock companies, and that 
he could see no necessity under the law 
for A. withdrawal action which is pro- 
posed. 


Will Rise to the Occasion 


He said further, however, that if the 
stock companies actually did discontinue 
business, ample facilities of an accept- 
abe character coud be furnished, for re- 
ciprocal underwriters and mutuals would 
be developed to their maximum, which 
could be so made as to take care of all 
of the business in the state outside of 
the congested districts of the cities, the 
volume of which amounts to about 90 
percent of the entire business. This 
could be made available within ten days. 
The business in the congested districts 
could be given coverage through stock 
companies now regulary entered which do 
not retire from the state, and also addi- 
tional companies that in his opinion would 


Would Attract Outside Companies 

He pointed out that there are a large 
number of companies in the United States 
now doing a comparatively small busi- 
ness and confining their operations to 
their own states, that would be glad to 
come to Missouri if they could be assured 
of a handsome premium income and that 
the character of this indemnity was un- 
questionably good. Also, the reputable 
surplus line companies, he declared, could 
help out the situation and would do so. 
Being asked what attitude the large 
loaners of money on buildings would take 
as to the acceptance of the policies of- 
fered by the reciprocal insurers, he stated 
a number of large financial concerns are 
already accepting these contracts after 
they had investigated the solvency and 
past loss paying records of the institu- 
tions, and therefore, it is only fair to 
suppose that there would be little or no 
trouble as to this. 


Attitude of Local Companies 


There are two local stock fire insur- 
ance companies, the Central Union and 
the Equity Fire. Mr. Edwards, president 
of the first named company, stated that 
it had no intention of suspending opera- 
tions and expected to continue to do busi- 
ness. He felt that the operations of his 
company could be made to conform with 
the new law. Bruce Dodson, manager of 
the Equity Fire, said that his company 
was not doing a general business, but 
that under the new order of things it 
might possibly extend its operations 
somewhat. However, he thought this 
rather unlikely. His company has con- 
fined its writings in the past to certain 
classes and has written no term business 
of any kind.

Suburban Fire Exchange of New York 
Tuesday reelected its officers and adopted 
uniform rates recently adopted by the 
New York Fire Exchange and other or- 
ganizations.

Bills in the Florida legislature provided 
for a board of fire insurance examiners 
to inspect property and prevent over- 
insurance and also prohibit the settle- 
ment of losses until fires have been prop- 
erly reported to the state fire marshal.

Question—Why do the companies re- 
quire that the coinsurance clause in 
Michigan, when attached to the policy, 
be signed not only by the assured, but 
by the agent also? I maintain that the 
clause is valid if signed only by the 
agent, although the assured must make 
written Bey - for it. 

What shall be done with the applica- 
tion for coinsurance after it has been 
signed by the assured? That depends 
upon the wishes of the company, which 
would undoubtedly ask that the appli- 
cation be sent to the home office to be 
filed; or perhaps it would allow the 
—_ to retain the original of the ap- 
plication in his register, asking that a 
copy be sent to the home office. 

Answer—All that the law requires in 
Michigan in regard to the coinsurance 
clause is that the assured shall sign an 
application in the form given in the 
statute. There is, however, nothing in 
the law to prevent the companies from 
requiring anything they deem necessary 
to protect their interests. When the 
law was passed, the companies de- 
cided that the only safe way was to 
require three copies of the application, 
one to go on the policy, one on the 
agency register and one on the daily 
report. This method was approved by 
Commissioner James V. Barry at the 
time it was adopted.
